THE  BEST  ATTESTED  OF  ALL  BIBLES 


(From  The  Liberator,  Melbourne,  Australia, 

Joseph  Symes,  Editor 
Printed  in  Deseret  News,  July  18,  1896.) 

The  Book  of  Mormon  is  the  best  attested 
of  all  holy  books  or  Bibles.  I  may  go  further 
and  say  that  it  is  the  only  Bible  that  is 
attested  at  all,  except  perhaps  the  Koran.  I 
must  explain. 

Joseph  Smith,  the  founder  of  the  Church 
of  the  Latter-day  Saints,  was  born  in  1805 
and  murdered  by  his  Christian  contempo- 
raries in  1844.  His  history  is  as  full  of  in- 
terest as  that  of  any  religious  leader  ever 
known;  and  the  success  of  his  movement  is 
one  of  the  most  remarkable  facts  in  the 
world's  history. 

Joseph  Smith  was  born  in  Sharon,  "Wind- 
sor County,  Vermont,  U.  S.  A.,  23rd  De- 
cember, 1805.  His  father  was  a  farmer  and 
Joseph  was  reared  to  the  same  occupation. 

(Here  follows  the  story  of  the  First  Vision 
and  the  visions  of  Moroni.) 

Such  is  Mr.  Smith's  own  account  of  the 
sources  from  which  he  derived  the  Book  of 
Mormon  and  the  means  by  which  he  ren- 
dered it  into  English. 

1.  The  story  told  above  is  thoroughly 
consistent  with  itself,  and  in  perfect  keeping 
with  the  leading  doctrines  of  the  Bible.  No 
Christian  can  consistently  refuse  to  credit  it. 

2.  It  is  quite  likely  that  God  should  reveal 
himself  on  plates  of  metal  as  on  tablets  of 


stone;  to  Joseph  Smith  as  to  Moses;  in  Amer- 
ica as  in  Western  Asia.  Here  the  plates 
are  described;  the  stones  Moses  received 
are  nowhere  described.  Here  dates  are  given; 
in  the  Bible  important  and  necessary  dates 
are  never  given. 

3.  As  no  one  knows  what  the  Urim  and 
Thummim  was,  no  one  can  prove  that  Joseph 
Smith's  description  and  use  of  it  are  incor- 
rect or  improbable.  To  his  positive  and  de- 
tailed statement,  what  can  the  Christian  op- 
pose? 

4.  It  must  be  admitted  that  the  world  re- 
quired a  divine  revelation  in  Smith's  day 
quite  as  much  as  it  ever  did;  and  therefore 
a  compassionate  God  was  as  likely  to  reveal 
himself  to  Mr.  Smith  as  to  Mr.  Moses,  Mr. 
Isaiah,  etc. 

In  the  next  place  let  us  see  what  others 
relate  to  Mr.  Smith's  book,  (here  follows 
testimony  of  the  Three  and  the  Eight  Wit- 
nesses. ) 

I  ask,  what  would  the  Jew  or  the  Chris- 
tian not  give  to  have  his  Bible  attested  in 
the  above  manner? 

Of  course,  the  impartial  skeptic  attaches 
no  importance  whatsoever  to  religious  testi- 
mony or  to  Spiritistic  testimony  or  to  Theo- 
sophic  testimony.  *   *  * 

But  here  we  find  a  number  of  men  *  *  * 
who  produce  and  publish  a  wonderful  book; 
the  publication  of  which  is  followed  by  cruel

lion  Mormon  boys  and  girls  and  men  and 
women  of  all  ages,  who  are  hearing  again 
the  story  of  Christmas  and  the  Christ,  First 
we  shall  look  in  briefly  on  two  classes — 
sharing  the  eager  joy  of  little  children  as 
they  hear  and  sing  the  Christmas  story  of 
the  Babe  of  Bethlehem — and  listening  while 
a  group  of  Mormon  youth  discuss  the  Man 
of  Galilee.  Then  one  of  our  Sunday  School 
leaders,  speaking  for  the  adult  classes,  i^lich 
comprise  most  of  the  mature  members  of 
our  Church,  will  tell  us  again  the  story  o :  the 
Living  Christ.  It  is  as  the  Babe  of  Eeta- 
lehem,  through  the  age-old  story  of  the 
manger  birth  that  Christ  comes  into  the  livev- 
of  little  ones  the  world  over.  As  we  look 
in  on  our  Mormon  Kindergarten  class  its 
teacher.  Miss  Una  Smurthwaite,  is  helping 
the  children  set  up  a  miniature  creche. 

First  Child:  Oh,  doesn't  the  stable  look 
real! 

Teacher:     Yes,  it  surely  does,  Monty. 

Second  Child:    Oh,  here  is  Mary. 

Third  Child:  And  here  is  Joseph.  Let's 
put  them  both  inside  the  stable. 

Teacher:    See,  here  is  the  manger. 

Fourth  Child:  Oh,  let  me  put  the  baby 
in  it. 

Teacher:     All  right,  Nancy. 

Fourth  Child:  And  I'll  put  it  right  between 
Mary  and  Joseph. 


Teacher:  Joan,  look  into  the  box  and  see 
if  you  can  find  the  angels  to  put  near  the 
stable,  for  on  the  night  that  Christ  was  born 
angels  came  from  out  the  heavens  singing 
the  whole  story. 

Second  Child:  Oh,  I  wish  we  coijld  have 
heard  them  sing  the  Christmas  story. 

Fifth  Child:     SodoL 

First  Child:  I  know — let's  close  our  eyes 
and  imagine  we  can  hear  the  angels  singing 
the  Christmas  story  now.  (Children  sing 
first  stanza  of  Luther's  Cradle  Hymn.) 

Third  Child:  Didn't  Jesus  really  cry 
when  the  cows  mooed  so  loudly? 

Teacher:  The  song  says  He  awoke,  but 
He  did  not  cry. 

Fifth  Child:  Wasn't  He  afraid  of  such  a 
loud  noise. 

Teacher:  No,  He  wasn't  afraid,  for  He 
knew  His  Heavenly  Father  would  watch 
over  him,  and  give  Him  His  kind  and  loving 
care. 

Second  Child:  Oh,  don't  you  wish  Jesus 
were  here  now,  so  we  could  see  Him? 

Teacher:  Yes,  dear,  I  do,  but  although 
we  can't  see  Him  let  us  always  remember 
He  is  always  near  us. 

First  Child:  And  if  we  ask  Him  in  our 
prayers  He  will  help  us,  won't  He? 

Teacher:  Yes,  He  surely  will,  for  He 
dearly  loves  us  all. 
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Music.  (Children  sing:  "Be  Near  Me 
Lord  Jesus")  (Last  verse  Luther's  Cradle 
Hymn ) . 

Bennett:  We've  heard  the  wonderment  of 
children  at  the  story  of  the  Savior's  birth. 
As  they  shall  grow  up  in  the  Sunday  School 
they'll  learn  the  greater  lessons  of  His  life 
and  ministry.  At  twelve,  He  sat  among  the 
doctors  in  the  Temple  at  Jerusalem,  already 
with  an  understanding  of  His  Mission.  What 
understanding  does  modern  Mormon  youth 
liave  of  that  Mission  and  of  the  man  Jesus — 
Son  of  God?  They're  talking  about  it  in  this 
class — let's  listen — 

Dick:  I've  been  wondering  if  Jesus  ever 
scolded  anyone.    He  didn't,  did  He?" 

Mr.  Strong:  Well,  let's  see,  Dick.  But 
what's  the  matter?  Don't  you  like  to  be 
scolded? 

Dick:  No,  Sir,  I  don't.  That  is,  unless  I 
deserve  it  plenty!  You  see,  our  Sunday 
School  teacher  told  us  a  story  about  a  sinful 
woman  who  was  brought  berore  Jesus  in  the 
Temple  one  day.    Do  you  remember  it? 

Mr.  Strong:  Yes,  I  think  I  do,  but  suppose 
you  tell  it,  Dick. 

Dick:  Well,  this  woman  had  done  some- 
thing wrong  and  the  scribes  and  pharisees 
wanted  Jesus  to  condemn  her — you  know — 
see  that  she  was  punished  or  something. 

Mr.  Strong:  That's  right — ^they  wanted 
her  to  be  scolded  and  chastised;  but  what  did 
Jesus  do. 

Dick:  Well,  He  just  said,  "Any  of  you 
who  have  never  done  any  wrong,  or  made 
any  mistake,  begin  casting  stones  at  her." 
Then,  he  didn't  mistreat  her  or  criticize;  he 
gave  her  another  chance,  and  asked  her  not 
to  do  it  again.  I  thought  it  was  a  great  story. 
I  wish  more  people  could  be  like  that. 

Mr.  Strong:  Yes,  Dick,  I  suppose  most 
of  us  could  be  a  little  more  charitable  along 
that  line,  and  less  prone  to  scold. 

Dick:  Yeah,  that's  what  I  mean — to  give 
a  fellow  a  second  chance. 

Mr.  Strong:  Which  sometimes  means  the 
beginning  of  a  New  Life.  Jesus  seemed  to 
be  able  to  bring  out  the  very  best  that  was 
in  the  other  fellow.  Now,  Ralph,  I  can  see 
that  you're  about  ready  to  explode  with  an 
idea.    Out  with  it. 

Ralph:  It  seems  to  me  that  Jesus  was  a 
real  man's  man.  That's  the  thing  that  I 
hke  about  Him. 

Mr.  Strong:  Good.  I  knew  you  had 
something  there!     Now  tell  us  about  it. 

Ralph:  A  storm  came  up  on  the  Sea  of 
Galilee,  at  one  time — came  up  all  of  a  sud- 
den.   Jesus  and  the  apostles  were  in  a  boat. 

Mr.  Strong:    Yes,  go  .on. 

Ralph:  Well,  it  must  have  been  a  pretty 
bad  storm,  I  guess,  because  the  boat  began 
to  be  tossed  about  and  the  waves  splashed 


over  the  side.  I  know  just  how  that  felt. 
In  a  storm  on  Mirror  Lake  last  summer  I 
came  close  to  getting  mine. 

Mr.  Strong:  Yes,  I  remember — but  what 
happened  on  the  Sea  of  Galilee? 

Ralph :  Well,  the  apostles  who  were  with 
Jesus  became  very  much  frightened.  It  looked 
pretty  bad  and  they  cried  for  help,  asked 
Him  to  save  them.  He  wasn't  a  bit  scared, 
and  the  men  soon  calmed  down,  I  like  a  brave 
man,  especially  a  good  man  who  is  brave. 

Mr.  Strong:  You're  right,  Ralph.  He 
had  courage  in  more  ways  than  one.  I'm 
glad  to  get  your  reaction.  Helen,  why  is 
that  twinkle  in  your  eye?  There  seems  to 
be  an  idea  about  ready  for  expression.  What 
is  it? 

Helen:  Well,  Jesus  seems  to  me  to  have 
been  such  a — a  wonderful  character-^I  wish 
I  could  have  known  persons  like  that. 

Mr.  Strong:  He  was  a  wonderful  char- 
acter— tell  us  Helen,  what  part  of  His  good- 
ness appeals  to  you  most? 

Helen:  Why — It  was  his  unselfishness, 
I  guess.  He  seemed  to  be  always  thinking 
about  someone  else  besides  Himself.  I  love 
that  part  of  His  life. 

Mr.  Strong:  Do  you  call  to  mind  any 
particular  incident  that  might  reveal  that 
part? 

Helen:  Well,  his  whole  life  was  one  of 
doing  good  for  others.  I  just  wanted  to  cry 
when  I  heard  the  story  of  his  death — how 
thoughtful  and  considerate  He  was  for  His 
mother,  even  when  He  was  suffering  on  the 
cross. 

Mr.  Strong:  Can  you  tell  us  about  it, 
Helen? 

Helen :  You  know,  when  He  looked  down 
and  saw  His  mother  weeping,  He  asked 
John,  His  apostle  to  take  care  of  her — said 
she  would  be  his  mother  now.  Well,  when 
I  saw  how  thoughtful  He  was,  I  began  to 
see  how  I  could  be  more  considerate  of  my 
parents- — and  of  others  too.  I  began  to  un- 
derstand what  He  meant  when  He  talked 
about  love — 

Teacher:  Helen,  I'd  never  thought  of  it 
that  way.  You've  really  found  the  spirit  of 
the  Christmas  message— of  love,  which  be- 
gan when  the  angels  sang  of  Peace  on  Earth, 
Good  Will  to  Men,  the  night  He  was  born 
in  far  away  Judea. 

(Chorus  sings  Far,  Far  Away  on  Judea's 
^Plains — 2  stanzas.) 

Bennett:  While  childhood  and  youth  are 
learning  the  story  of  Jesus  in  our  Sunday 
Schools,  their  Mormon  fathers  and  mothers 
in  adult  classes  in  these  same  schools,  are 
studying  the  Christian  Gospel  in  its  fullness. 
Speaking  for  them.  Dr.  Adam  S.  Bennion  of 
the  General  Board,  will  turn  our  minds  again 
to  the  contemplation  of  "The  Living  Christ": 
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Dr.  Bennion:  To  listen  to  these  children 
is  to  understand  why  He  was  so  fond  of 
them^ — why — "of  such  is  the  Kingdom  of 
Heaven." 

And  now  for  those  of  us  whose  childhoods 
are  in  the  yesterdays — 

What  a  morrow  on  which  to  ponder  the 
real  meaning  of  the  happiest  day  in  the  year. 
Santa  Glaus  may  have  safely  retreated  up 
the  chimney,  but  the  Savior  of  mankind 
abides,  in  keeping  with  His  promises.

Yesterday  taught  us,  once  more,  how  fine 
life  can  be — -with  its  kindliness,  its  gener- 
osity— its  reaching  out  toward  others.

It's  beauty  is  beyond  the  wit  of  mortal, 
so  simple  in  its  sublimity,  so  homey  yet  so 
heavenly."

When  a  rift  of  heaven  has  cleft  the  sky 
And  the  Saints  are  looking  through."

Have  you  ever  really  thought  of  your 
greatest  Christmas  present?  Ponder  for  a 
moment  this  line: 

"The  Gift  of  God  is  Eternal  Life  through 
Jesus  Christ  our  Lord," — Romans  6:23.  What 
a  Christmas  present! 

Eternal  life — life  everlasting — without  be- 
ginning— without  end — a  going-on  forever 
and  ever. 

The  concept  which  makes  possible  in  man's 
life,  "The  achievement  of  a  perpetual  tri- 
umph." 

As  Napoleon  put  it,  "All  His  doctrines 
signify  one  and  the  same  thing — Eternity." 

And  so  for  those  few,  few  moments — our 
theme  The  Living  Christ. 

As  He  lived — and  lives — so  we  live — and 
shall  live, 

A  thousand  years  ago  King  Alfred,  the 
Great,  of  England,  caught  the  glory  of  that 
thought : 

"whether  poor  or  rich,  fear  and  love  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

"He  is  the  Lord  of  Life,  our  great  teacher, 
our  Kind  Father." 
The  Lord  of  Life: 

I,  He  lived  long  before  recorded  history. 
He  was  there  in  the  Great  Council  of  Heaven. 
He  deliberated  with  His  Father —  in  the 
shaping  of  the  Heavens — in  the  creation  of 
the  earth — in  the  "making"  of  man.  He 
listened  to  that  meaningful  declaration:  "Let 
us  make  man  in  our  image,  after  our  like- 
ness." 

More  than  that,  in  opposition  to  Satan's 
plan  of  compulsion,  it  was  He  who  proposed 


man's  Free  Agency — gave  him  the  glorious 
privilege  of  choice,  and  proffered  himself  a 
ransom  to  redeem  mankind.  He  lived  then 
to  our  great  benediction. 

II.  He  lived  in  the  Meridian  of  Time  in 
The  Promised  Land.  He  was  born  away 
from  home.  He  was  cradled  in  a  manger. 
He  was  taught  in  the  synagogue,  among  the 
hills,  in  the  carpenter  shop,  by  the  blue 
waters  of  Galilee,  He  went  about  "Teach- 
ing and  Preaching  and  Doing  Good,"  He 
set  up  a  new  mode  for  living — to  love  one 
another^even  one's  enemies.  He  enjoined 
us  to  judge  not — to  forgive,  and  to  give 
men  a  second  chance.  He  gave  the  world 
its  greatest  recipe  for  peace:  Love  of  God; 
Love  of  Fellowmen. 

He  gave  to  society  our  most  dynamic 
formula  for  getting  on  together:  "Do  unto 
others  as  ye  would  that  others  should  do 
unto  you." 

He  lived  to  bless,  to  heal  and  to  restore. 
He  lived  to  carry  His  own  cross  to  Calvary. 
He  lived  to  endure  the  crudest  of  torture. 
He  lived  to  forgive  those  who  would  take 
his  Hfe.  Recall  those  lines  from  John  10:17, 
18— 

"Therefore  doth  my  Father  love  me,  be- 
cause I  lay  down  my  life,  that  I  might  take 
it  again."  "No  man  taketh  it  from  me,  but 
I  lay  it  down  of  myself.  I  have  power  to 
lay  it  down,  and  I  have  power  to  take  it 
again.  This  commandment  have  I  received 
of  my  Father." 

Think  of  the  power — of  the  self-control — 
of  the  unselfishness  of  those  declarations. 
In  spite  of  such  greatness.  He  had  to  be 
buried  in  a  borrowed  tomb. 

But  He  Lived  Again; 

He  rose  from  the  grave  to  triumph  over 
death  and  to  Bless  the  World  in  the  Resur- 
rection. 

III.  He  lived  after  His  resurrection  to  visit 
America,  to  proclaim  His  Gospel  to  the  Ne- 
phites,  ancestors  of  the  American  Indian, 
those  "Other  sheep  I  have  which  are  not  of 
this  fold;  them  also  I  must  bring,  and  they 
shall  hear  my  voice;  and  there  shall  be  one 
fold,  and  one  shepherd." — John  10:16. 

To  them,  He  declared,  as  recorded  in  the 
Book  of  Mormon,  that  scripture  of  the 
western  hemisphere: 

"Behold,  I  am  Jesus  Christ,  whom  the 
prophets  testified  should  come  into  the  world. 
I  am  the  light  and  the  life  of  the  world;  and 
I  have  drunk  out  of  that  bitter  cup  which 
the  Father  hath  given  me,  and  have  glorified 
the  Father  in  taking  upon  me  the  sins  of  the 
world,  in  the  which  I  have  suffered  the  will 
of  the  Father  in  all  things  from  the  begin- 
ning."—3  Nephi  11:10,  11. 
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He  lived  to  visit  the  earth  in  1820  to  re- 
establish His  Gospel.  To  Latter-day  Saints 
He  has  removed  all  doubt  as  to  the  Reality 
of  the  Resurrection.  Modern  revelation 
brings  Him  nearer  than  ever  and  makes  us 
doubly  grateful, 
For: 

He  was  seen. 
His  voice  was  heard. 
He  restored  His  priesthood. 
Here   indeed   are   new   witnesses   to  the 
Living  Christ! 

IV.  He  lives  in  the  hearts  of  men.  Yester- 
day, 682,000,000,  followers  of  Him  paid 
Him  homage  the  wide  world  round.  Of  all 
the  people  in  the  world,  one-third  follow  Him 
who  ministered  for  but  three  short  years  and 
who  never  in  mortality  traveled  beyond  the 
Confines  of  Palestine.  He  binds  people  to 
Him  with  the  bonds  of  affection  and  rever- 
ence. Whenever  we  live  to  the  best  that  is 
in  us  we  live  up  to  the  ideals  He  gave  us. 
To  follow  Him  brings  peace  to  the  Soul. 

"It  isn't  the  wreaths  in  the  windows, 
It  isn't  the  shining  tree, 
Or  the  children  rapt  and  waiting. 
Brings  Christmas  to  you  and  me. 

"It's  the  marvelous  self- forgetting. 
It's  the  thoughts  we  are  sending  far, 
It's  our  hearts  aglow,  uplifted. 
It's  a  wonderful  guiding  star." 

— Alix  Thorn. 

V.  He  lives  "Up  There". 

He  assures  us  our  Resurrection.  He  lived 
to  give  us  a  pattern: 

"I  am  come  that  they  might  have  life,  and 
that  they  might  have  it  more  abundantly." — 
John  10:10. 


He  died  that  we  might  have  it  everlast- 
ingly. He  lives  to  take  the  sting  out  of  death; 
He  lives  to  banish  despair  from  the  tomb. 

The  real  genius  of  Christmas  lies  in  the 
echo  of  this  promise: 

"I  am  the  resurrection  and  the  life;  he  that 
bclieveth  in  me,  though  he  were  dead,  yet 
shall  he  live : 

"And  whosoever  liveth  and  belie veth  in 
me  shall  never  die."

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THE  LESSON  OBJECTIVE 

From  "Principles  of  Teaching"  by  Adam  S.  Bennion 


The  late  Jacob  Riis,  noted  author  and 
lecturer,  used  to  tell  a  very  inspirational 
story  on  the  force  of  having  something  to 
focus  attention  upon.  According  to  his 
story,  certain  men  who  lived  just  outside 
Chicago,  in  its  early  history,  had  great  diffi- 
culty walking  to  and  from  work  during 
stormy  weather,  because  of  the  almost  im- 
passable muddy  condition  of  the  sidewalks. 
After  trudging  through  mud  and  slush  for 
a  long  time,  they  conceived  the  idea  of  lay- 
ing a  plank  walk  through  the  worst  sec- 
tions. And  so  they  laid  two  six-inch  planks 
side  by  side.  The  scheme  helped  wonder- 
fully except  on  short  winter  days  when  the 
men  had  to  go  to  work  in  the  darkness  of 
early  morning  and  return  in  the  darkness  of 
evening.  It  often  was  so  dark  that  they 
would  step  off  the  planks,  and  once  o£E  they 
were  about  as  muddy  as  if  there  had  been 
no  walk  at  all.  Finally  someone  suggested 
the  idea  that  if  a  lantern  were  hung  up  at 
each  end  of  the  walk  it  would  then  be  easy 
to  fix  the  eye  upon  the  lantern  and  keep  on 
the  walk.  The  suggestion  was  acted  upon, 
and  thereafter  the  light  of  the  lantern  did  hold 
them  to  the  plank.  Jacob  Riis  argued  that 
the  lantern  of  an  ideal  held  aloft  would 
similarly  hold  young  men  in  hfe's  path  of 
righteousness. 

A  similar  story  is  told  of  a  farmer  who 
experienced  great  difficulty  in  keeping  a  par- 


ticular hen  inside  the  run  which  he  had 
built  outside  the  hen  house.  He  had  put  up 
a  wire  fence  high  enough,  as  he  thought,  to 
keep  in  the  most  ambitious  chicken.  In  fact, 
he  argued  that  no  hen  could  fly  over '  it. 
One  hen  persisted  in  getting  out  regularly, 
though  the  farmer  could  never  discover  how 
she  did  it.  Finally  he  decided  to  lay  for  her 
(she  laid  for  him  regularly).  To  his  great 
surprise,  he  watched  her  walk  around  the 
run  carefully  surveying  it  as  she  proceeded. 
At  length  she  caught  sight  of  a  beam  running 
along  the  top  of  the  wire  just  above  the  gate. 
With  her  eye  fixed  upon  it  she  made  one 
mighty  effort  and  was  over. 

Both  hens  and  men  can  "go  over"  if  they 
have  something  to  aim  at.  It  is  so  in  life 
generally,  and  what  is  true  of  life  generally 
is  particularly  true  in  the  matter  of  teaching. 
The  aim  is  one  of  the  most  significant  features 
in  the  teaching  process. 

The  teacher  who  knows  where  he  is  going 
can  always  get  followers. 

Important  as  is  the  objective  in  all  educa- 
tional endeavor,  it  is  doubly  so  in  religious 
training.  We  teach  religion  not  merely  to 
build  up  facts  or  make  for  mental  power;  we 
teach  to  moJd  character.  We  should  see 
through  the  facts  therefore,  to  the  funda- 
mental truth  lying  behind  and  beyond  them. 
Such  a  truth  constitutes  an  objective  in  re- 
ligious instruction.

BERNE—INTERLAKEN— LUCERNE 

*  A  ride  from  Milan,  Italy,  to  Berne,  Swit- 
zerland, taking  one  through  the  marvelous 
Simplon  Tunnel,  underneath  the  Alps,  is  an 
experience  one  can  never  forget.  The  world- 
renowned  tunnel,  twelve  and  a  half  miles 
long,  enters  on  the  Italian  side  at  Isella  and 
ends  at  Breigue  in  Switzerland.  It  is  the 
longest  tunnel  in  the  world  and  passes  7000 
feet  below  the  peaks  of  the  alps  with  elec- 
trical power.  In  the  center  of  the  tunnel 
are  two  guards,  one  Swiss  and  one  Italian. 

Arriving  at  Berne,  I  was  met  by  Branch 
President  Ruff  and  a  number  of  elders,  who 
escorted  me  to  the  City  Hotel.  Later,  I  en- 
joyed dinner  with  the  family  of  President 
Ruff,  Elder  Nichols  accompanying  and  acting 
as  interpreter.  Here  a  great  surprise  awaited 
me.  I  knew  nothing  of  the  travels  of  Presi- 
dent Grant  and  his  party  and  so,  not  being 
able  to  read  the  foreign  newspapers,  the  no- 
tices of  his  tour  escaped  me.  But  now  I  was 
informed  that  President  Grant,  President 
Richard  R.  Lyman,  President  Philemon  T. 
Kelley,  wife  and  daughter.  President  Hugh 


B.  Brown,  President  Grant's  grandson,  Rich- 
ard Smith,  and  Joseph  Anderson,  the  Presi- 
dent's secretary,  would  arrive  next  day.  It 
was  a  fortuitous  circumstance  that  brought 
me  to  Berne  just  at  that  particular  time.     - 

The  meeting  next  day  was  a  joyous  one. 
After  a  delicious  lunch  with  the  group  at 
President  Ruff's  home,  a  ride  around  the 
city  was  next  in  order. 

Berne  is  a  beautiful  city,  cut  in  two  by  the 
river  Arre.  From  a  good  vantage  point  one 
can  see  the  towering  peaks  of  the  Alps,  A 
center  of  interest  to  us  was  the  bear  pit — 
Berne's  namesake.  Before  the  city  was 
founded,  hunters  in  the  mountains  agreed 
that  the  city  should  be  named  after  the  first 
animal  killed.  It  happened  to  be  a  bear,  and 
so  the  town  was  called  Berne.  The  bears  are 
in  a  pit  ten  or  fifteen  feet  below  the  railing. 
It  was  an  interesting  sight  to  watch  President 
Grant  feed  them  with  carrots.  He  would 
take  hold  of  the  vegetable  by  its  luxuriant 
foliage,  swing  it  around  in  a  circle,  and  the 
bears  below  would  stand  up  and  waltz 
around  following  the  swing  of  the  carrot.  It 
was  tremendously  amusing.    I  thought  if  the

Mormon  people  would  follow  the  President 
as  faithfully  as  those  bears  followed  the 
motions  of  his  arms,  there  would  be  little 
cause  for  complaint  concerning  the  observ- 
ance of  the  Word  of  Wisdom. 

A  general  meeting  was  held  in  the  evening, 
and  the  audience  crowded  the  little  chapel  to 
its  capacity.  The  remarks  of  President  Grant 
thrilled  the  people.  The  day  closed  with  a 
bread  and  milk  feast  at  the  hotel.  As  the 
group  met  around  the  long  table,  President 
Grant  was  asked  what  he  would  take.  He 
answered  "bread  and  milk,"  and  the  echo 
went  around  that  table — "so  will  I,"  "so  will 
I,"  "so  will  I!"  And  that  bread  and  milk 
banquet  around  that  "swell"  hotel  table  was 
a  sight  for  the  astonished  waiters. 

The  following  day  our  group,  augmented 
by  Brother  and  Sister  Eduard  Feh  and  a 
few  missionaries,  was  occupied  in  a  ride 
through  the  lakes  of  Switzerland.  This  was 
an  outstanding  event  in  my  European  trip. 
I  was  privileged  to  join  the  President's  party 
on  part  of  such  an  adventure.  A  large  bus 
took  us  first  to  the  missionary  quarters,  at 
Lake  Thun,  then  to  Interlaken,  through  most 
charming  scenery.  There  we  met  the  sain*-s 
in  their  little  chapel  and  listened  to  President 
Grant's  inspiring  15-minute  greeting.  In  this 
branch  meeting  house  a  picture  of  President 
Grant  adorned  the  wall  and  underneath  it 
was  a  framed  picture  of  Superintendent 
David  O.  McKay,  Stephen  L.  Richards  and 
myself,  taken  as  the  Sunday  School  superin- 
tendency  some  years  ago  at  the  Church 
Office,  in  Salt  Lake  City.  It  gave  me  quite 
a  thrill. 

At  Interlaken  we  took  the  cog  railway  to 
the  top  of  one  of  the  peaks.    It  was  a  grand, 


heart-throbbing  ride,  one  never  to  be  for- 
gotten. The  Jungfrau  was  just  across  the 
mighty  abyss  and  while  we  were  there  the 
sky  was  clear.  It  was  at  first  cloudy,  but 
opened  up  around  the  mighty  peak  and  we 
saw  it  in  all  its  glory. 

Returning  to  Interlaken,  we  continued  our 
journey  over  the  hill  through  forests,  small 
lakes,  and  towns  to  the  city  of  Lucerne. 
There  we  had  a  view  of  the  "Lion  of  Lu- 
cerne," the  famous  monument  modeled  by 
Thorvaldsen  commemorating  the  heroism  of 
the  Swiss  Guards  who  died  defending  Marie 
Antoinette  and  Louis  XVI  in  1792.  Hewn 
in  the  rock  is  a  figure  of  a  wounded  lion. 
It  is  located  near  the  entrance  of  the  beau- 
tiful glacier  gardens.  Here  the  president's 
party  left  us,  they  going  to  Basle,  while  some 
of  the  elders  and  I  returned  to  Berne. 

It  was  a  happy  thought  which  came  to 
me  to  remain  in  Berne  and  visit  the  Sunday 
School,  for  that  day  was  one  of  the  most 
inspirational  that  I  had  on  my  trip,  and  I 
believe  the  branch  president  and  Sunday 
School  ofiicers  were  also  happy  over  my 
visit.  I  looked  in  on  every  class,  spoke  a 
few  words  to  each,  which  were  interpreted 
by  Elder  Fluckeger.  In  the  general  as- 
sembly I  delivered  a  Sunday  School  message 
and  sang  "Kind  Words  Are  Sweet  Tones  of 
the  Heart,"  the  congregation  singing  the 
chorus  in  their  native  language. 

A  Fast  Meeting  was  held  immediately  af- 
ter the  close  of  the  Sunday  School  and  while 
I  couldn't  understand  the  testimonies  borne, 
I  could  feel  the  spirit.  Every  person  present 
except  a  woman  nursing  a  baby  bore  his  or 
her    testimony.      The    last   speaker,    whose 
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words  were  translated  to  me,  said  that  they 
had  been  inspired  by  the  visit  of  the  presi- 
dent and  for  my  remaining  over  to  Sunday 
School  and  Fast  Meeting.  Their  warm  ap- 
preciation touched  me  very  much. 

Between  Sunday  School  and  Fast  Meet- 
ing the  group  assembled  oustide  the  chapel. 
There  a  picture  was  taken,  which  is  shown 
on  page  112. 

GENEVA 

It  was  the  afternoon  of  the  4th  of  July 
when  I  took  the  train  for  Geneva.  The 
crowd  was  so  great  that  I  could  not  get 
a  room  at  a  regular  hotel,  so  I  obtained  a  bed 
and  breakfast  at  the  Alps  Pension.  With 
my  little  dabs  of  French  I  was  able  to  make 
myself  understood  and  enjoyed  comfortable 
quarters.  In  the  evening  I  sat  on  the  bench 
at  the  lake  front  and  enjoyed  the  brilliant 
electrical  fountain  and  displays,  but  it  was 
the  quietest  4th  of  July  I  ever  spent,  sans 
flags,  sans  bands,  sans  everything. 

On  the  morning  of  July  5th  I  went  for  a 
two  hour  ride  around  this  wonderful  historic 
city.  It  was  an  experience  to  visit  the  home 
and  church  of  John  Knox,  Calvin  and  the 
early  reformers  in  the  old  part  of  Geneva, 
which  is  very  unique  and  intriguing. 

The  new  Peace  Palace  is  a  grand  structure, 
and  one  is  led  to  believe  a  useless  one  in 
the  light  of  recent  developments.  But  a  visit 
to  the  Palace  with  explanations  by  the  in- 
telligent guides  on  the  many  uses  to  which 
it  is  put,  sets  one's  mind  at  rest  on  that 
score.  Hundreds  of  secretaries  are  assisting 
governments  in  the  preparation  of  treatises, 
agreements  covering  trades,  shipping,  etc. 


ZURICH 

I  traveled  from  Geneva  to  Zurich,  passing 
through  Lausanne,  N  and  beautiful  country 
surrounding.  I  again  observed  that  almost 
every  inch  of  ground  was  cultivated  and 
factories  were  smoking  and  everywhere  were 
the  signs  of  industry.  Arriving  in  Zurich  I 
made  every  efEort  to  locate  the  L.  D.  S. 
meeting  house  but  failed.  Consulted  hotels, 
directories,  newspapers — no  one  ever  heard 
of  the  Mormons.  I  finally  had  to  give  it 
up  and  return  to  the  Hotel  Central  disap- 
pointed. Next  morning  I  started  out  again 
to  find  L.  D.  S.  headquarters,  and  finally 
through  the  police  department,  located  a 
meeting  house  which  was  very  close  to  my 
hotel.  It  was  the  old  story  of  the  blue-bird; 
my  objective  was  nearby.  I  was  in  time  to 
hear  President  Grant's  address  to  the  mis- 
sionaries and  had  the  privilege  of  explaining 
Sunday  School  work  to  them.  Before  the 
departure  of  President  Grant  and  party  for 
Berlin,  a  picture  of  the  group  was  taken  but 
on  account  of  the  dark  and  gloomy  day  it 
was  not  a  very  good  one.  It  is  shown  on 
this  page. 

Again  I  was  left  alone,  this  time  in  Zurich; 
but  I  made  the  most  of  my  opportunities.  I 
stood  on  the  bridge  where  my  son,  son-in- 
law,  brother-in-law  had  stood  nearly  thirty 
years  before,  while  serving  on  missions — 
and  pondered  over  the  circumstances  that 
had  led  me  to  this  beautiful  city.  Later  in 
the  day  a  sight-seeing  car  took  me  through 
scenes  of  historic  lore,  among  which  was 
the  house  where  Richard  Wagner  lived  when 
he  wrote  his  supreme  music  drama,  "Tris- 
tram and  Isolde."

This  heavenly  messenger  visited  Josejsh 
twice  more  during  the  night,  and  repeated 
each  time  that  which  he  had  told  him  during 
his  first  visit  to  him.  Besides  he  told  him 
about  great  judgments  which  were  coming 
upon  the  earth,  with  famine,  war  and  sick- 
ness, and  that  these  grievous  things  would 
come  on  the  earth  in  this  generation. 

Joseph  himself  and  his  father's  family  were 
poor,  and  the  messenger  warned  him  that 
Satan  would  try  and  tempt  him  to  get  the 
plates  with  a  view  to  become  rich  through 
them.  He  said  to  Joseph  that  he  must  have 
no  other  object  in  view  in  getting  the  plates 
than  to  glorify  God,  and  no  other  motive 
but  to  build  up  God's  kingdom,  or  he  could 
not  get  the  plates. 

It  was  nearly  daylight  when  the  messen- 
ger left  him  the  third  time.  His  conversation 
with  Joseph  had  lasted  through  the  whole 
night.  We  see  by  this,  how  necessary  it  was 
that  Joseph  should  be  fully  taught  by  the 
Lord  before  he  commenced  the  great  work 
the  Lord  had  for  him  to  do. 

When  Joseph  went  to  his  labor  the  next 
day  as  usual,  he  found  that  he  could  not 
work  as  he  did  at  other  times.  His  strength 
had  left  him.  His  father,  who  was  with  him 
saw  that  he  was  weak,  and  told  him  to  go 
home.  In  trying  to  cross  a  fence,  on  his  way 
to  the  house,  his  strength  entirely  left  him, 
and  he  fell  helpless  to  the  ground,  and  for 
a  time  was  unconscious  of  anything.  The 
first  thing  he  recollected,  when  he  came  to 
himself,  was  a  voice  calling  him  by  name. 
He  looked  up,  and  saw  the  same  heavenly 
messenger  standing  over  his  head,  surround- 
ed by  light  as  before.  Once  more  he  related 
to  Joseph  all  that  he  had  told  him  the  pre- 
vious night,  and  he  told  him  to  go  to  his 
father  and  tell  him  of  the  vision  and  com- 
mandments he  had  received. 

Joseph  obeyed  the  messenger  and  return- 
ed to  his  father  in  the  field,  and  told  him  all. 
His  father  did  not  feel  as  others  had  about 
his  vision.  He  did  not  mock  him  and  tell 
him  that   the   things   which   he  had   heard 


were  of  the  devil;  but  he  told  Joseph  that 
that  which  had  been  shown  unto  him  was 
of  God,  and  to  go  and  do  as  the  messenger 
had  commanded.  Joseph  then  went  to  the 
place  where  he  had  been  told  the  plates 
were  buried.  He  knew  the  place  the  moment 
he  saw  it,  as  it  had  been  shown  to  him  in 
vision.  The  plates  were  buried  in  a  hill  close 
to  the  village  of  Manchester,  Ontario  Coun- 
ty, New  York,  where  Joseph  then  lived. 
This  hill  was  called  Cumorah  by  the  Ne- 
phites,  and  Ramah  by  the  Jaredites,  so  the 
Book  of  Mormon  informs  us.  The  plates 
were  in  a  stone  box,  the  top  of  which,  being 
rounding,  could  be  seen  above  the  ground 
in  the  center.  When  Joseph  had  removed  the 
earth  from  around  the  stone  which  covered 
the  box,  he  raised  it  up  with  a  lever,  and 
looked  into  the  box  and  there  beheld  the 
plates  and  Urim  and  Thummim  and  the 
breastplate. 

What  a  glorious  privilege  was  this  for 
Joseph  to  enjoy!  For  fourteen  hundred 
years  these  precious  things  had  remained 
concealed  from  the  sight  or  knowledge  of 
man.  By  the  command  of  the  Lord  they  had 
been  buried,  and  by  His  power  they  had 
been  kept  until  now  they  were  shown  to 
Joseph.  How  thankful  this  boy  must  have 
felt  to  the  Lord  for  listening  to  his  prayers 
and  accepting  his  faith  and  granting  unto 
him  such  great  favors  as  he  had  received! 

Upon  seeing  the  plates  and  other  things, 
Joseph  stretched  out  his  hand  to  take  them 
out;  but  the  messenger  forbade  him,  and 
told  him  that  the  time  for  bringing  them  forth 
had  not  yet  arrived.  He  told  Joseph  that 
four  years  must  pass  away  before  they  could 
be  obtained,  and  that  he  would  have  to  come 
to  that  place  precisely  in  one  year  from 
that  time,  and  he  would  meet  him  there;  and 
that  he  should  do  this  every  year  until 
the  four  years  should  be  ended. 

On  the  22nd  of  September  of  each  year 
Joseph  went  there  as  he  had  been  directed, 
and  always  found  the  same  messenger  there 
to  meet  him.  At  these  meetings,  Joseph  re- 
ceived much  instruction  about  the  things 
the  Lord  was  going  to  do,  and  also  the  man- 
ner in  which  His  kingdom  was  to  be  con- 
ducted. On  the  morning  of  the  22nd  of  Sep- 
tember, 1827,  the  messenger  delivered  the 
plates  into  his  hands. 

The  plates,  which  the  heavenly  messen- 
ger gave  unto  Joseph,  were  of  gold,  and 
were   covered   with   writing,    engraved   or 
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cut  upon  them.   They  were  buried  in   the  those  plates.  It  was  arranged  and  written

Gordon  B.  Hinckley  was  born  in  Salt 
Lake  City  on  June  23,  1910,  the  son  of  Bry- 
ant S.  and  Ada  Bitner  Hinckley.  His  father 
is  now  president  of  the  Northern  States 
mission.

in  the  public  schools  of  Salt  Lake  City,  the 
Latter-day  Saints'  College,  in  the  same  city, 
and  the  University  of  Utah,  from  the  last 
of  which  institutions  he  was  graduated  with 
the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  in  the  class 
of  '32. 

After  his  graduation  from  the  University 
he  took  a  mission  to  Great  Britain,  where 
he  served  for  the  two  years  including  1933 
to  1935.  Part  of  this  time  he  served  as  as- 
sistant editor  of  the  Millennial  Star.  When 
the  New  Oxford  Movement,  originated  by 
John  Buchman,  held  its  general  convention 
at  Oxford,  in  June,  1935,  Elder  Hinckley, 
with  a  companion  missionary,  spent  several 
days  there,  studying  the  organization  and 
its  methods,  being  much  impressed  with  the 
energy  and  widespread  effects  of  the  move- 
ment. At  this  gathering  there  were  represen- 
tatives from  forty  nations. 

On  Elder  Hinckley's  return  home  he  re- 
sumed his  active  participation  in  the  Church. 
At  one  time  he  was  in  the  stake  superin- 
tendency  of  the  M.  I.  A.  Later  he  served 
on  the  stake  board  of  the  Liberty  stake 
Sunday  Schools,  and  later  still  was  chosen 
as  the  superintendent  of  Sunday  Schools  in 
that  stake.  Meantime  he  taught  in  the  L. 
D.  S.  Seminary,  attended  by  students  of 
the  South  High  School.  At  present  he  is 
Editorial  Secretary  and  Radio  Director  of 
the  Church  and  Mission  Publicity  and  Lit- 
erature Committee. 

With  his  wife,  who  was  Marjorie  Pay, 
and  whom  he  married  in  April,  1937,  he 
lives  on  a  farm  in  East  Mill  Creek,  on  which 
he  supervises  the  raising  of  fruit  and  a  vege- 
table garden. 

He  was  appointed  to  the  General  Board, 
November  16,  1937.

persecutions  against  Smith,  and  his  friends, 
and  the  most  astounding  social  and  com- 
mercial development  of  our  century.

AAARY  FIELD  GARNER-GOING  ON  103 


There  are  not  many  persons  in  the  world 
who  have  lived  a  hundred  years  and  more. 
Yet  Sister  Mary  Field  Garner,  who  resides 
with  her  son  in  Roy,  Utah,  was  born  Febru- 
ary 1,  1836.  She  is  therefore  in  her  one 
hundred  and  third  year!  And  what  is  more, 
her  mind  is  clear  and  her  memory  strong; 
she  walks  without  a  cane;  and  she  has  never 


have  been  in  Sister  Garner's  period.  Not 
only  does  she  remember  the  time  when  there 
was  no  radio,  or  airplane,  or  telephone,  or 
automobile,  but  she  saw  the  years  when 
there  was  only  one  railway  in  America,  and 
that  but  a  few  miles  in  length,  or  cement 
roads  or  walks,  or  electric  light,  or  even  gas 
jets  in  general  use,  or  a  steamship,  or  a  wash- 
ing machine,  or  a  sewing  machine.  In  one 
respect  it  is  a  long  way  from  the  tallow  dip 
to  the  electric  globe,  from  the  ox-cart  to  the 
automotive  car,  from  the  messenger  with  a 
letter  to  the  telegraph  and  the  radio.  Sister 
Garner  knows  about  all  these  transforma- 
tions in  the  mechanics  of  civilized  life. 

Moreover,  she  is  no  doubt  the  only  one 
now  living  who  looked  on  the  face  of  Joseph 
and  Hyrum  Smith,  both  in  life  and  in  death, 
dnd  heard  their  voices  in  admonition,  re- 
proof, and  counsel  to  the  Saints.  Eight  years 
old  at  their  death,  she  remembers  seeing  the 
bodies  of  these  two  prophets  arrive  in  Nau- 
voo  after  the  martyrdom,  and  when  they  had 
been  prepared  for  the  burial  she  looked  on 
their  faces  in  the  caskets.  Probably,  too, 
she  is  the  only  one  now  living  who  was 
at  that  famous  meeting  when  "the  mantle 
of  the  Prophet  fell  on  Brigham  Young."  She 
says:  "Mother  had  the  baby  on  her  knee. 
He  was  playing  with  a  tin  cup.  He  dropped 
the  cup,  and  I  turned  to  look  at  the  cup  when 
Mother  stooped  over  to  pick  it  up.  We  heard 
the  voice  of  Joseph  and  looked  up  quick,  and 
saw  the  form  of  the  Prophet  Joseph  before 


us.

Sister  Garner  was  born  in  Stanley  Hill, 
Herefordshire,  England.  Her  parents,  who 
were  members  of  the  Church  of  the  United 
Brethren,  were  converted  to  Mormonism  by 
the  late  President  Wilford  Woodruff.  Also 
they  were  among  the  first  Latter-day  Saints 
to  arrive  in  Nauvoo  from  across  the  sea.

FROM  THE  DESK  OF  THE  GENERAL  SUPERINTENDENCY 


JUNIOR  SUNDAY  SCHOOL  POLICY 

Because  of  the  growing  desire  of  some  Sunday 
School  officers  to  establish  Junior  Sunday  Schools 
unnecessarily,  it  seems  desirable  for  the  General 
Board  again  to  state  its  policy  in  this  matter. 

Junior  Sunday  Schools  should  never  be  organ- 
ized unless  crowded  conditions  in  the  general 
Sunday  School  make  this  absolutely  necessary. 
This  action  was  taken  by  the  Board  several  years 
ago  and  was  reaflBrmed  by  its  unanimous  vote 
January  23,  1938.  Unless  the  above  condition 
obtains,  do  not  organize  a  Junior  Sunday  School. 
Please  read  and  follow  the  Deseret  Sunday  School 
Union  Handbook  instructions  found  on  pp.  85-87. 
Where,  however,  such  schools  are  operating  please 
follow  the  program  as  there  given. 

The  administration  of  the  Junior  Sunday  School 
is  the  affair  of  the  ward  Sunday  School  super- 
intendency.  One  of  their  number  is  to  preside 
there.  He  is  responsible  for  the  order,  programing 
and  conducting  of  the  opening  exercises,  which 
should  be  short  and  inspirational. 

The  greater  part  of  the  Junior  Sunday  School 
period  should  be  left  to  the  work  of  its  two  de- 
partments— Primary  and  Kindergarten.  This 
should  be  so  because  of  the  discrepancy  in  the 
age  levels  of  the  children.  Primary  pupils  do 
not  affiliate  well  with  Kindergarten  pupils,  espe- 
cially with  those  of  the  Cradle  Roll.  Their  songs, 
stories  and  activities  should  be  taught  apart.  TTie 
General  Board  members  of  these  departments 
have  provided  definite  programs  for  the  chil- 
dren's class  work  which  should  be  followed. 

By  observing  this  plan  carefully,  thirty  min- 
utes will  be  required  for  general  opening  exer- 
cises and  marching.  The  class  and  group  work 
requires  forty-five  minutes. 

If  it  is  thought  desirable,  fifteen  minutes  may 
be  devoted  to  activities  such  as  sand  table  work, 
paper  cutting,  coloring  pictures,  dramatizing, 
chalk  work  on  blackboards,  etc.  These  together 
with  closing  exercises  would  provide  for  dismissal 
at  noon.  The  school  would  thus  be  freed  from 
the  noise  occasioned  by  any  early  dismissals. 
The  danger  from  automobiles  would  also  be 
removed. 

This  policy  comes  through  a  distinct  preference 


of  the  Board  for  the  one  large  Sunday  School. 
There  the  children  have  real  equality  with  the 
advanced  groups.  Most  of  our  churches  have 
fine  auditoriums  where  is  found  beauty,  comfort, 
good  music,  carpets  and  quiet.  The  children  need 
just  these  conditions.  But  too  often  the  Junior 
Sunday  School  is  poorly  housed  in  a  cheerless 
amusement  hall  with  its  associations  of  noise  and 
hilarity.  Poor  seating,  a  poor  piano,  no  pictures 
— these  make  up  much  of  their  environment.  Chil- 
dren lose  more  than  do  adults  through  poor  sur- 
roimdings.     They  should  have  the  best. 

Space  forbids  further  extension  of  this  article 
except  to  enumerate  a  few  of  the  many  advan- 
tages of  the  unified  school: 

The  first  is  its  simplicity  of  administration — 
a  united  superintendency,  one  Sacrament  service, 
one  place  to  check  tardiness,  unified  singing  which 
can  to  great  advantage  include  the  children's 
songs. 

The  second  is  the  relaxation  which  all  enjoy 
through  the  children's  marching  out. 

The  third  is  the  socializing  of  the  child  and  his 
initiation  into  the  general  plan  of  participating  in 
the  general  gatherings  and  meetings  of  the  Church. 
This  is  very  vital  to  him. 

The  fourth  is  the  better  safeguarding  of  the 
time.    The  child  is  to  go  out  at  a  certain  period. 

The  fifth  is  the  joyful  reunion  of  parent  and 
child  at  the  home  going  time. 


NO  CHANGES,  PLEASE 

The  presiding  authorities  of  the  Church 
have  allotted  to  the  Deseret  Sunday  School 
Union  a  period  of  one  hour  and  a  half  each 
Sunday,  except  Fast  Day  to  present  the 
Sunday  School  lessons.  On  Fast  Day  the 
Sacrament  is  omitted  but  the  forty-five  min- 
ute lesson  period  should  be  observed  in  all 
classes  including  the  Junior  Sunday  School, 
The  order  of  exercises  as  published  in  the 
February  Instructor,  page  67,  should  not  be 
changed.

Dear  friends: 

In  the  death  of  John  P*  Bennett  which 
occurred  February  9»  1938,  the  Deseret  Sun- 
day School  Union  loses  ati  Active  tmmh^t 
whom  it  will  be  impossible  to  rctolace* 

Bom  in  Birmingham,  England,  Jiily  11, 
1865,  he  came  to  Utah  with  his  parents  when 
he  was  three  years  old*  With  the  exception 
of  three  years  spent  in  Bear  Lake,  Idaho,  in 
his  boyhood,  he  lived  in  the  Beehive  State 
sixty-six  years,  traveling  now  and  then  into 
various  parts  of  tiie  United  States  and  the 
world*  His  schooling,  in  the  main,  was  under 
Dr*  Karl  G.  Maeser  and  a  Miss  Cook,  in 
Salt  Lake  City*  At  an  early  age  he  began 
his  unusually  successful  business  career. 

Brother  Bennett  was  deeply  religious*  All 
his  life  he  was  active  in  the  Church*  In  point 
of  service  the  oldest  member  of  the  General 
Board  of  the  Sunday  School  when  he  passed 
away,  his  religious  interests  centered  in  that 
Institution*  In  the  Twentieth  Ward  School 
when  he  was  very  young  he  served  as  super" 
intendent*  At  thirty-two  he  was  appointed 
to  the  General  Board,  and  later  (in  1906)  he 
became  treasurer  of  this  organization*  In 
those  years  he  traveled  a  great  deal  in  the 
interest  of  his  growing  business,  and  wher- 
ever he  went,  the  Sabbath  day  found  him  in 
a  Sunday  School,  rendering  such  aid  to  its 
officers  and  teachers  as  he  could  give* 

His  service  to  the  Sunday  Schools  can 
hardly  be  exaggerated*  He  served  in  one 
capacity  or  another  under  every  General 
Superintendency  the  Deseret  Sunday  School 
Union  has  had  from  the  beginning*  He  ser- 
ved on  the  Executive  Committee,  and  on  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  what  is  now  the  Des- 
eret Book  Store — an  institution  erected  by 
the  General  Board*  In  all  his  activities  in 
these  connections  we  found  him  devoted, 
conscientious,  intelligent*  In  times  of  fibaan- 
cial  stress  he  pledged  his  personal  credit  to

A  MATTER  OF  DISCIPLINE 

In  one  of  the  Salt  Lake  City  Sunday 
Schools  a  boy  of  twelve  persisted  in  talking 
during  the  recitation.  Not  only  did  he  not 
listen  himself  to  what  was  being  said,  but 
he  made  it  impossible  for  those  near  him 
to  pay  attention.  The  problem  was.  What 
to  do  about  it? 

The  teacher,  a  young  man  attending  the 
University,  tried  every  method  known  to 
class  disciplinarians^silence  till  order  was 
restored,  scolding,  appeals  to  reason — but 
with  no  permanent  effect.  So  one  morning 
he  took  extreme  measures.  He  asked  the 
boy  to  withdraw  from  the  class.  The  boy 
did  this. 

The  problem,  however,  was  solved  only 
so  far  as  the  class  was  concerned.  So  far 
as  the  boy  was  concerned,  the  problem  was 
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not  only  not  solved,  but  aggravated.  Sun- 
day School  classes  are  for  boys  and  girls, 
not  boys  and  girls  for  the  Sunday  School 
classes. 

That  afternoon  the  teacher  "happened" 
to  be  in  the  neighborhood  of  the  boy's  home. 
The  boy  was  playing  out  in  the  yard.  He 
spoke  to  the  boy  pleasantly  as  if  nothing 
had  occurred.  But  "incidentally,"  however, 
the  subject  of  the  expulsion  came  up. 

Teacher:  I  know  you  didn't  mean  any- 
thing by  disturbing  the  class,  but  I  just  had 
to  do  something.     You  know  that. 

Boy:    Yes,  I  know.     I  was  a  cad. 

Teacher:  How  would  you  like  to  come 
back  next  Sunday? 

Boy:    I'd  like  to!     Will  you  let  me? 

Teacher:    Surely. 

That  was  all  there  was  to  it.  No  promise 
on  the  score  of  behavior  was  exacted  from 
the  boy,  who  returned  and  behaved  as  well 
as  any  one  could  wish. 

It  was  a  personal  contact  that  did  the 
job. 

WITH  WHOM  SHOULD  WE 
COMPETE? 

Once  the  spelling  contest  was  popular. 
In  school,  in  private-  parties,  in  the  heme 
even,  people  were  asked  to  steind  against 
the  wall,  to  spell  one  another  down.  And 
words  were  fired  at  the  line,  individually, 
as  if  they  were  the  enemy,  and  each  stood 
or  fell  according  as  he  spelled  or  missed 
the  word.  In  the  end  there  was  but  one 
standing.  All  the  others  had  fallen  igno- 
miniously  in  defeat.    They  were  dead! 

The  thing  was  just  as  barbarous  as  it  look- 
ed. For  it  had  in  it  the  element  of  defeat 
and  victory.  Apparently  it  was  all  in  good 
part,  but  really  there  lurked  in  each  of 
the  defeated  a  feeling  of  self-abasement. 

Then  came  the  light.  Now  we  see  that 
no  one  is  ever  required  to  spell  orally,  but 
only  in  writing.  No  one  can  tell  by  looking, 
at  us  whether  we  are  good  or  bad  spellers — 
unless  we  set  dcjwn  our  thoughts  on  paper. 
And  then,  too,  we  see  that  the  idea  of  van- 
quishing some  one  else  is  not  the  proper 
thing.  \Vhat  every  one  needs  to  learn  is 
how  to  vanquish  certain  aspects  of  self. 
And  that  is  scriptural  as  well  as  common- 
sense. 

In  the  old  spelling  contest  the  purpose  of 
learning  how  to  spell  correctly  was,  nof 
that  one  might  improve,  but  that  one  might 
Spell  better  than  some  one  else.  It  was  the 
war  spirit  in  miniature.  The  true  spirit  is 
for  the  John  and  Mary  of  today  to  conquer 
the  John  and  Mary  of  yesterday,  not  for 
John  and  Mary  to  conquer  each  other. 

This  has  a  Sunday  School  application. 


Who  has  the  best  record  of  attendemce 
at  class  or  in  the  school?  Put  thus  it  means 
that  John  and  Mary  must  not  miss  a  class 
or  the  school  because,  i}  they  do  some  one 
else  will  have  a  better  record  than  they.  Is 
that  the  Sunday  School  spirit,  or  the  war 
spirit?  Let  us  put  the  matter  another  way. 
How  many  times  were  John  and  Mary  pres- 
ent last  year  or  last  month?  (Not  how  many 
times  were  they  absent!)  Can  this  record 
be  improved  this  year  or  this  month?  And 
if  so,  how?  The  emphasis  here  is  an  over- 
coming of  self,  not  some  one  else,  and  this  is 
the  spirit  of  Jesus,  not  the  spirit  of  war. 

There  is  rivalry  just  the  same,  but  it  is 
an  educative,  ennobling,  improving  rivalry. 

TWO^AND^ONE^HALF^MINUTE 
SPEECHES 

CLIMAX 

From  what  has  been  said  in  previous  /n- 
stractors,  it  would  seem  that  the  conveyance 
of  meaning  in  oral  composition  is  controlled 
largely  by  variations  of  emphasis  plus  ex- 
pressive whole  bodily  action,  in  addition  to 
the  words  used.  What  has  been  written  has 
referred  primarily  to  variations  within  the 
sentence.  The  same  principles  that  apply 
to  the  sentence  also  apply  to  the  composi- 
tion of  the  whole  speech.  Just  as  some  words, 
which  are  more  expressive  than  others,  re- 
quire a  greater  emphasis  in  order  to  put  over 
the  particular  meanings  in  the  speaker's  mind, 
so  are  some  sections  of  the  whole  composi- 
tion more  important  than  other  parts,  there- 
by requiring  additional  emphasis  in  order  to 
make  them  stand  out  as  they  should. 

The  speaker  should  therefore  arrange  his 
materials  so  as  to  build  toward  a  climax.  He 
should  have  some  thoughts  in  his  addresses 
that  are  more  important  than  others — ^points 
which  he  shall  push  into  prominence  when 
he  faces  his  audience.  Yet  he  should  always 
remember  that  a  climax  is  not  a  thing  to  be 
"tacked  on."  Merely  to  begin  shouting,  or 
to  use  more  force,  or  to  change  one's  pitch, 
or  to  do  anything  else  that  is  out  of  harmony 
with  the  message  being  spoken,  is  undesir- 
able. One's  climax  should  be  in  the  compo- 
sition itself.  The  subject  matter  should  de- 
termine the  degree  of  emphasis  desirable 
during  delivery. 

Let  the  student  remember  in  this  connec- 
tion that  if  one  stresses  everything  he  stress- 
es nothing.  If  he  tries  to  make  all  that  he 
says  emphatic  he  makes  nothing  emphatic. 
The  way  to  emphasize  a  thing  is  to  make  it 
stand  out  in  bold  relief  above  whatever  sur- 
rounds it.  A  mountain  peak  is  prominent,  not 
because  it  is  high,  but  because  the  country 
around  it  is  low.  The  lower  the  surrounding 
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country,  the  more  prominent  becomes  the 
peak.  Lift  the  surrounding  country  to  the 
same  height  as  the  peak  and  the  prominence 
of  the  latter  fades.  So  it  is  with  speaking. 
Adopt  the  same  speaking  manner  for  all  ideas 
and  none  of  them  stands  out,  regardless  of 


whether  the  manner  be  a  forceful  one  or  a 
quiet  and  passive  one.  But  change  the  mode 
of  delivery  of  the  important  parts  of  a 
speech  and  make  it  different  from  the  re- 
mainder and  those  parts  become  conspicu- 
ous. That  is  the  way  climaxes  are  created.

SECRETARIES  AND  THE 
IMPROVEMENT  PROJECTS 

Secretaries  figure  prominently  in  import- 
ant improvement  projects  which  the  General 
Board  recommends  to  every  Sunday  School 
in  the  Church.  Each  month  in  the  Super- 
intendents' Department  of  The  Instructor, 
details  of  one  of  the  projects  are  published. 
For  the  month  of  Tune  the  project  is  the 
improvement  of  rolls  and  libraries.  For 
September  it  is  "Accounting  for  Everyone." 

Either  directly  or  indirectly  secretarial 
work  will  be  involved  in  every  project  under- 
taken. Reports  showing  the  present  status 
of  the  features  involved  in  the  projects  or 
revealing  gains  made  will  be  needed. 

Secretaries'  interests  in  these  projects  are 
(1)  to  study  each  project  carefully  and 
note  what  each  will  require  of  the  secre- 
taries' department  (2)  to  take  the  initiative 
in  getting  the  statistics  in  the  records  and 
later  in  the  reports,  (3)  to  take  advantage 
of  the  opportunities  offered  by  the  projects  to 
build  up  the  efficiency  and  the  more  adequate 
functioning  of  the  secretaries'  department. 

The  monthly  reports  will  take  on  added 
importance  and  significance.  They  will  be 
in  greater  demand  by  ward,  stake  and  Gen- 
eral Board  officers. 

Special  reports  may  be  called  for  from 
time  to  time. 

Memoranda  of  the  Superintendent's  Coun- 
cil Meetings,  minutes  of  the  monthly  report 


and  business  meetings  and  of  Sunday  School, 
since  they  are  the  permanent  record  of  the 
outcomes  of  these  projects,  will  be  of  greater 
interest  and  value  as  the  record  of  successes 
achieved.  The  annual  report,  because  it  will 
render  an  accounting  at  the  end  of  the  period 
for  which  the  projects  are  to  run,  will  be 
especially  important.  In  view  of  the  fact 
that  the  diligent  development  of  these  proj- 
ects will  vastly  improve  the  Sunday  Schools 
and  will  result  in  the  establishment  of  many 
traditions  of  excellence,  the  Abridged  His- 
tory for  this  year  would  be  unusually  rich  . 
in  record  of  achievement. 

If  it  is  necessary  to  the  adequate  perform- 
ance of  all  of  the  new  duties  which  these 
projects  may  impose  upon  the  secretaries, 
that  the  personnel  of  the  department  be  in- 
creased, this  should  be  done.  In  large  Sun- 
day Schools  it  is  often  necessary  to  have  a 
staff  of  more  than  one  secretary,  with  each 
secretary  assigned  to  specific  work.  There 
are  four  -general  divisions,  one  or  more  of 
which  may  be  assigned  to  an  individual  sec- 
retary. They  are  (1)  the  minute  book,  (2) 
the  roll  books,  including  excused,  cradle, 
enlistment  and  class  rolls,  (3)  reports,  (4) 
the  abridged  history. 

In  every  such  case  there  is  complete  co- 
operation and  mutual  helpfulness.  Always 
there  is  a  helpful  ally  in  the  superintendency, 
the  member  assigned  responsibility  for  rec- 
ords and  reports.

LIBRARIANS  AND  THE 
IMPROVEMENT  PROJECTS 

In  the  superintendents*  department  of  each 
issue  of  The  Instructor  appear  details  of  a 
monthly  improvement  project,  which  is  sug- 
gested by  the  General  Board  to  all  Sunday 
Schools.  Many  of  these  either  directly  or 
indirectly  relate  to  the  work  of  the  librarian. 
In  the  month  of  June,  Libraries  are  expressly 
designated  as  the  project  for  emphasis.  It 
is  the  aim  through  this  series  of  projects  to 
concentrate  attention  and  effort  upon  estab- 


lishing certain  Sunday  School  departments 
and  functions  upon  a  firm  basis.

Projects  having  to  do  with  the  improve- 
ment of  class  work,  with  securing  better  and 
more  adequate  equipment  and  more  effective 
use  thereof,  are  of  particular  interest  to  li- 
brarians. 

In  addition  to  anticipating  the  projects, 
librarians  are  asked  to  be  prepared  by  put- 
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ting  their  departiHeiats  ui  the  best  possible 
condition.  Even  a  casual  study  of  the  projr 
ects  will  reveal  how  much  the  librarians'  de- 
partment can  contribute  to  achievement. 

The  purpose  of  these  projects  is  to  prO'- 
mote  systematic  improvement  of  Sunday 
Schools  and  the  permanent  establishment  of 
higher  standards  of  functioning.  At  the  very 
foundation  of  the  essential  merit  of  a  Sunday 
School  is  inspirational  class  work.  This  is 
impossible  without  adequate  equipment,  ef- 
fectively used.  The  creative  power  of  the 
class  work  bears  a  direct  relation  to  the 
efficiency  of  the  librarieins'  department. 

Let  the  librarian  therefore  feel  the  serious 
responsibility  for  maintaining  an  adequate 
supply  of  Instructors,  lesson  Quarterlies, 
standard   works   of  the   Church,    reference 


books,  maps,  pictures,  charts,  and  the  vari- 
eties of  useful  aids,  and  you  will  go  a  long 
way  to  the  development  of  excellence  in' 
clasa  work. 

These  improvement  projects  offer  substan)- 
tial  opportunities  to  librarians.  If  failure' 
results,  librarians  nmst  bear  a  measure  o£  re- 
sponsibility. If  success  is  achieved,  librari- 
ans merit  a  share  of  the  satisfaction. 

Avail  yourself  of  every  opportunity  to 
talk  about  these  projects  and  to  gain  the 
co-operation  of  your  associates.  Monthly 
business  meetings,  prayer  meetings,  and 
Sunday  School,  together  with  the  many  con- 
tacts you  have  with  your  associates  give 
valuable  opportunities  to  help  create  a  sen- 
timent of  active  participation.

SING  YE  WITH  UNDERSTANDING

The  Bible,  Book  of 
Mormon,  Doctrine  and  Covenants,  Church  papers  and  magazines,  as  well  as  national  publications  and 
books  on  hymnology,  have  all  been  gleaned  to  enrich  her  collection.]

Music  is  of  such  importance  that  it  is 
mentioned  in  the  Bible  in  the  fourth  chapter 
of  the  first  book.  Genesis.  The  very  first 
chapter  of  the  Book  of  Mormon  tells  of 
Lchi's  vision  when  "he  saw  the  heavens  open 
and  he  thought  he  saw  God  sitting  upon  His 
throne,  surrounded  with  numberless  con- 
courses of  angels  in  the  attitude  of  singing 
and  praising  their  God." 

The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints  had  been  organized  little  more  than 
three  months  when  the  revelation  was  given 
instructing  Emma  Smith  "to  make  a  selec- 
tion of  sacred  hymns,  as  it  shall  be  given 
thee,  which  is  pleasing  unto  Me,  to  be  had 
in  My  church.  For  My  soul  delighteth  in 
the  songs  of  the  heart,  yea,  the  song  of  the 
righteous  is  a  prayer  unto  Me,  and  it  shall 
be  answered  with  a  blessing  upon  their 
heads." 

Consider  for  a  moment  the  magnitude  of 
this  revelation.  Emma  Smith,  it  is  true,  was 
instructed  to  make  a  selection  of  sacred 
hymns,  but  that  was  not  all,  the  Lord  speci- 
fied a  selection  "which  is  pleasing  unto  Me 
to  be  had  in  My  church.  For  My  soul  de- 
lighteth in  the  songs  of  the  heart."  There 
lies  the  key  to  the  music  in  our  Church. 
First,  we  should  select  our  music  as  to  suit- 
ability, and  secondly,  present  it  with  sin- 
cerity and  understanding.  President  Heber 
J.  Grant  said.  "No  individual  singer,  or  or- 
ganization of  singers  in  the  church,  should 
ever  render  a  selection  unless  the  words  arc 
in  full  harmony  with  the  truths  of  the  Gos- 
pel, and  can  be  given  from  the  heart  of  the 
singer.  In  other  words,  our  songs  should 
be  in  very  deed  'prayers  unto  the  Lord.'

NATURE  OF  GENUINE  WORSHIP 

Lesson  14*    For  May  1,  1938 

Texts: 

Articles  of  Faith,  Talmagc,  pp.  395-397; 
Sunday  Night  Talks,  Talmage,  pp.  369-375. 
Objective: 

"Bat  the  hour  cometh,  and  now  is,  when 
the  true  worshippers  shall  worship  the  Father 
in  Spirit  and  in  truth:  for  the  Father  seeketh 
such  to  worship  him."  {John  4:23.) 
Suggested  Material  Outmte: 

I.  "Worship  is  no  matter  of  mere  form; 
it  consists  not  of  posture  nor  gesture,  neither 
of  ritual  nor  creed — any  more  than  prayer 
consists  of  words.  Under  compulsion,  or 
for  the  hypocritical  purposes  of  effect,  one 
may  mechanically  perform  all  the  outward 
ceremonies  of  an  established  style  of  adora- 
tion,' yet  without  sincerity  the  effort  is  but  a 
mockery  of  worship."  ( Sunday  Night  Talks, 
pp.  370-371 . )  Such  hypocrisy  Jesus  opposed 
with  all  his  might.  He  said:  "Woe  unto  you, 
scribes  and  Pharisees,  hypocrites!  for  ye 
make  clean  the  outside  of  the  cup  and  of  the 
platter,  but  within  they  are  full  of  extortion 
and  excess.  *  *  *  Even  so  ye  also  outward- 
ly appear  righteous  unto  men,  but  within 
ye  are  full  of  hypocrisy  and  iniquity."  {Matt. 
23:25-28.) 

II.  Genuine  Worship. 

a.  To  be  genuine,  worship  must  be  vol- 
untary and  sincere.  If  a  person  is  forced  to 
worship,  he  will  do  no  more  than  go  through 
the  motions;  if  insincere  the  acts  will  be 
pretense. 

b.  Worship  should  be  intelligent.  There 
may  be  those  who  claim  that  ignorance  is  no 
handicap  to  worship;  and  still  others,  usually 
the  irreligious,  who  insist  that  only  the  ignor- 
ant are  foolish  enough  to  worship.  But  the 
latter-day  prophet  preaches  in  no  uncertain 
terms  that,  "It  is  impossible  for  a  man  to  be 
saved  in  ignorance."  {Doctrine  and  Cove- 
nants. 131 :6.)  Again  he  states:  "If  there  is 
anything  virtuous,  lovely,  or  of  good  report 
or  praiseworthy,  we  seek  after  these  things." 


All  this  means  that  the  person  who  worships 
best  is  the  one  with  intelligence  and  matured 
emotions,  the  one  with  experiences  reaching 
into  practical  affairs,  art,  literature,  and  music, 
social  relations,  the  sciences,  philosophy  and 
religion  in  fact  experiences  reaching,  as  near 
as  possible,  into  all  the  departments  of  worthy 
human  endeavor. 

c.  Worship  has  three  stages.  First  one 
must  seek  God.  This  requires  an  open- 
minded  and  prayerful  attitude.  Such  an  atti- 
tude may  be  attained  through  acts  of  love 
and  service,  by  reading  scripture,  by  medita- 
tion during  church  services,  by  joining  with 
others  in  song  and  prayer,  and  by  private 
supplication. 

The  second  stage  is  the  finding  of  God. 
Into  the  environment  of  faith,  sincerity,  and 
humility  just  described,  certain  new  experi- 
ences may  be  brought  for  the  true  evaluation. 
The  problem  for  consideration  might  be  that 
of  the  payment  of  tithing,  or  the  sharing  of 
profits  with  one's  employees,  or  the  accept- 
ing of  a  call  to  go  on  a  mission,  or  of  becom- 
ing a  Sunday  School  teacher  or  Scoutmaster. 
But  whatever  the  problem  may  be,  it  is  likely 
to  be  solved  better  during  genuine  worship 
than  at  any  other  time.  In  the  process  of 
diagnosis,  outside  help  will  be  longed  for. 

The  third  stage  takes  the  form  of  an  adjust- 
ment to  the  new  "vision."  As  examples  con- 
sider the  problems  suggested  above.  The 
reconstruction,  the  third  step  in  genuine  wor- 
ship, leads  to  the  faithful  payment  of  tithing, 
or  the  laying  of  plans  to  share  with  em- 
ployees, or  the  decision  to  accept  the  offer  to 
go  on  a  mission  followed  by  an  adjustment 
of  affairs  so  that  this  act  is  financially  pos- 
sible, or  the  decision  to  accept  the  position  as 
a  religious  teacher  followed  by  an  effort  to 
become  trained  in  this  great  work.  Thus  we 
see  that  genuine  worship  is  more  than  mere 
thought  and  emotion,  it  ends  in  improved 
deeds. 

Suggested  Method  OutUnet 

i.  The  subject,  "What  worship  is  not," 
might  be  assigned  as  a  talk  to  a  member  of 
the  class.  The  presentation  could  be  made 
impressive  by  giving  concrete  illustrations,  as 
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for  example,  of  how  a  person  may  let  prayer 
degenerate  into  the  saying  of  words,  and  the 
partaking  of  the  sacrament  into  the  eating 
of  bread  and  the  drinking  of  water. 

11.  The  subject,  "Worship  should  be  vol- 
untary, sincere,  and  intelligent,"  might  be 
introduced  by  the  teacher  and  then  followed 
by  these  questions: 

Why  is  it  impossible  to  force  a  person  to 
worship? 

Why  is  insincere  worship  damaging  to 
the  soul? 

In  genuine  worship,  we  try  to  assign  proper 
values  to  our  various  experiences.  Why 
does  a  background  of  experiences  reaching 
into  all  the  departments  of  worthy  human 
endeavor  aid  in  worship? 

How  does  ignorance  handicap  worship? 

The  subject,  "Worship  has  three  stages," 
could  be  outlined  on  the  blackboard.  A 
careful  description  of  just  how  a  problem 
can  be  solved  during  genuine  worship,  could 
then  be  made.  For  example,  consider  some 
such  problems  as  these:  payment  of  tithing, 
accepting  a  call  to  go  on  a  mission,  sharing 
profits  with  employees,  payment  of  fast  offer- 
ings, attending  college,  getting  married.  In 
this  manner,  worship  will  be  shown  to  be  a 
very  practical  process;  it  will  be  hfted  out 
from  the  popular  belief  that  worship  is  just 
a  sort  of  emotional  experience  in  which  only 
the  overly  religious  indulge. 

Assignment: 

As  a  project  suggest  that  each  member  try, 
during  the  coming  week  to  solve  some  per- 
sonal problem  by  the  method  of  genuine 
worship.  A  report  of  results  would  be  most 
interesting,  and  would  help  impress  the 
members  with  the  practical  value  of  wor- 
ship and  religion  in  general.  ^  The  next 
lesson,  "Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper," 
could  be  introduced  by  a  short  talk  by 
a  member  of  the  class  on  the  topic,  "The 
Lord's  Supper."  Help  will  be  found  in  the 
outline  of  next  Sunday's  lesson. 

Teacher's  Closing  Minutct 

The  teacher  might  close  with  the  state- 
ment: "Jesus  said,  'But  the  hour  cometh, 
and  now  is,  when  the  true  worshippers  shall 
worship  the  Father  in  spirit  and  in  truth:  for 
the  Father  seeketh  such  to  worship  him.'  Let 
us  learn  by  experience  the  real  value  of 
genuine  worship.  Please  repeat  the  concert 
recitation  for  April."

SACRAMENT  OF  THE  tORD'S 
SUPPER 

Lesson  15*    For  May  15,  1938 

Texts? 

Articles  o/  Faith,  Talmage,  pp.  171-178; 
Sunday  Night  Talks,  Talmage,  pp.  207-219. 
Objective: 

One  need  not  languish  for  want  of  spiritual 
nourishment.  Jesus  promises:  "I  am  the 
bread  of  life;  he  that  cometh  to  me  shall  never 
hunger;  and  he  that  believeth  in  me  shall 
never  thirst." 

Suggested  Material  Outline: 

I.  The  Lord's  Supper. 

a.  The  origin.  Ifhe  sacrament  of  the 
Lord's  Supper  was  established  by  Jesus  on 
the  night  of  his  betrayal  and  following  the 
Passover  meal  which  he  and  the  Twelve  kept 
in  obedience  of  the  Jewish  law.  He  broke 
bread  and  blessed  it  and  passed  it  to  the 
others  and  said:  "Take,  eat:  this  is  my 
body.  .  .  .  This  do  in  remembrance  of  me." 
(Matt.  26:26.)  After  blessing  wine  he  said: 
'  Drink  ye  all  of  it.  For  this  is  my  blood  of 
the  new  testament  which  is  shed  for  many 
for  the  remission  of  sins."    {Matt.  26:27-28. ) 

b.  Its  purpose. 

c.  Nature  of  the  Emblems.  "It  mattereth 
not  what  ye  shall  eat  or  what  ye  shall  drink 
when  ye  partake  of  the  sacrament,  if  it  so  be 
that  ye  do  it  with  an  eye  single  to  my  glory — 
remembering  unto  the  Father  my  body  which 
was  laid  down  for  you,  and  my  blood  which 
was  shed  for  the  remission  of  your  sins." 
[Doctrine  and  Covenants,  27:2.) 

d.  Manner  of  administering  the  Sacrament. 
Specific  instructions  are  given  in  Section 
twenty  of  the  Doctrine  and  Covenants. 

e.  Fit  partakers.    Read  3  Nephi  18:28-29. 
We  should  keep  ourselves  "worthy  to  par-  , 
take  of  the  sacred  emblems"  by  a  true  faith 
in  Jesus  and  his  teachings  and  by  genuine 
repentance, 

II.  The  Sacrament  is  analogous  to  a  week- 
ly baptism. 

At  the  time  of  baptism  we  publicly  dem- 
onstrated, as  best  we  could  for  our  age  and 
experience,  that  we  were  on  the  road  to 
perfect  faith  in  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and 
that  we  had  discovered  and  expected  to  con- 
tinue to  discover  through  practical  experi- 
ence, the  saving  power  of  true  repentance. 
The  partaking  of  the  emblems  of  the  Sacra- 
ment is  a  weekly  reminder  that  our  faith  in 
Jesus  needs  expansion  and  that  repentance 
can  still  be  an  active  force  in  our  lives  as  we 
struggle  toward  perfection.  In  this  sense 
the  Sacrament  is  analogous  to  a  weekly  bap- 
tism, and  through  it  the  child  of  eight,  and  in 
fact  all  of  us,  can  move  toward  a  fuller  un- 
derstanding of  the  saving  power  of  faith, 
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repentance,  baptism,  and  all  the  principles 
of  the  Gospel. 

III.  The  Sacrament  as  an  aid  in  worship. 

In  the  last  lesson  we  stated  that  the  first 
step  in  worship  is  the  seeking  of  God.  Be- 
cause of  the  music  and  the  atmosphere  of 
peace  and  quiet  during  the  passing  of  the 
Sacrament,  an  attitude  of  meditation  is  rather 
easily  acquired.  In  this  situation  it  seems 
natural  to  seek  God.  Genuine  worship  goes 
forward  with  comparative  ease.  Probably  no 
other  aspect  of  church  service  is  so  conducive 
to  genuine  worship.  Because  of  this,  the  wise 
person  makes  use  of  this  weekly  opportunity 
to  worship — to  seek  God,  to  find  Him  while 
solving  a  problem,  and  to  adjust  to  the  new 
"vision." 

Suggested  Method  Outline: 

I.  The  subject,  "The  Lord's  Supper," 
might  be  assigned  to  a  member  of  the  class 
as  a  talk.  Tne  passages  of  scripture  cited 
should  be  read  in  an  impressive  manner. 

II.  Following  the  introduction  to  the  topic, 
"The  Sacrament  is  analogous  to  a  weekly 
baptism,"  the  teacher  might  ask  such  ques- 
tions as  these: 

In  terms  of  affecting  one's  way  of  life  how 
are  the  Sacrament  and  baptism  alike? 

Why  is  the  Sacrament  so  important  in  the 
life  of  the  child  who  is  baptized  at  the  age  of 
eight? 

Just  how  does  the  Sacrament  help  build  a 
fuller  imderstanding  of  faith,  repentance,  and 
baptism? 

How  does  the  Sacrament  help  a  person  to 
build  a  Christ-like  life? 

III.  After  introducing  the  subject  "The 
Sacrament  as  an  Aid  in  Worship,"  the 
teacher  might  lead  the  members  of  the  class 
to  describe  the  religious  experiences  which 
they  have  had  during  the  passing  of  the 
Sacrament.  Such  expressions  are  so  per- 
sonal that  care  will  need  to  be  exercised,  but 
if  the  responses  are  free  much  good  will 
result. 

Assignment: 

The  members  might  be  asked  to  actually 
test  out  the  Sacrament  period  as  a  time  for 
genuine  worship.  Each  member  should  be 
urged  to  report  the  results  privately  to  the 
teacher.  Such  a  project  could  lead  to  marked 
religious  development.  As  a  part  of  the  next 
lesson,  "Men  called  of  God,"  members  could 
be  assigned  talks  on  the  subjects:  "Each 
individual  is  called  of  God  to  do  right,  to 
extend  love  and  to  render  service,"  and  "Au- 
thority needed  in  an  orderly  society." 

Two  and  One-Half  Minute  Talks  for  May: 

If  called  upon  for  such  a  talk,  a  member 
might  present  the  subject,  "The  Sacrament 


as  an  aid  in  Character  Building,"  help  being 
obtained  from  the  discussion  of  this  lesson. 

Teacher's  Closing  Minute: 

As  a  closing  sentiment  the  teacher  might 
respond  thus:  "One  need  not  languish  lor 
want  of  spiritual  nourishment.  Jesus  prom- 
ises, 'I  am  the  bread  of  life;  he  that  cometh 
to  me  shall  never  hunger;  and  he  that  be- 
lieveth  in  me  shall  never  thirst'." 


MEN  CALLED  OF  GOD 
Lesson  16.    For  May  22,  1938 

Texts: 

Articles  of  Faith,  Talmage,  pp.  179-197; 
Sunday  Night  Talks,  Talmage,  pp.  220-229. 

Objective: 

Joseph  Smith  teaches:  The  powers  o} 
heaven  can  only  be  controlled  upon  the  prin- 
ciples of  righteousness.  When  a  man  un- 
dertakes to  exercise  control  of  the  souls  of 
the  children  of  men  in  any  degree  of  unright- 
eousness, the  spirit  of  the  Lord  is  grieved, 
and  when  it  is  withdrawn,  amen  to  the  au- 
thority of  that  man.  {See  Doctrine  and  Cove- 
nants 121:36-37.) 

Suggested  Material  Outline: 

I.  Each  individual  is  called  of  God  to  do 
right,  to  extend  love,  and  to  render  service. 

To  all  mankind  Jesus  issues  this  charge, 
"Thou  shalt  love  the  Lord  thy  God  with  all 
thy  heart,  and  with  all  thy  soul,  and  with 
all  thy  mind.  This  is  the  first  and  great 
commandment.  And  the  second  is  like  unto 
it.  Thou  shalt  love  thy  neighbor  as  thyself." 

II.  Authority  needed  in  an  orderly  so- 
ciety. 

When  a  group  of  individuals  band  to- 
gether for  any  cause,  authority  must  be  dele- 
gated, and  responsibility  placed.  (See  Sun- 
day Night  Talks,  p.  220.) 

III.  Authority  to  administer  in*  the  ordi- 
nances of  the  Gospel. 

a.  Human  Institutions.  If  a  group  of  per- 
sons were  to  proceed  according  to  their  own 
will  and  pleasure,  and  organize  a  church,  by 
what  right  would  they  officiate?  Only  by 
the  authority  they  have  given  themselves. 
They  could  not  rightly  claim  that  this  new 
church — all  their  own — is  accepted  and  ac- 
knowledged by  God  as  His  own.  Their  acts 
might  be  righteous,  they  might  render  ser- 
vice to  humanity,  thus  being  sure  that  their 
efforts  are  pleasing  to  God,  but  still  they 
could  not  claim  to  have  organized  God  s 
Church  and  to  have  received  their  authority 
from  Him. 

b.  Men  called  of  God.  "Man  cannot  or- 
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iginate  for  himself  or  arrogate  to  himself 
any  vestige  of  divine  authority;  such  can 
come  only  from  the  source  divine.  Paul, 
speaking  particularly  of  one  holding  the  of- 
fice of  high  priest,  but  by  implication  includ- 
ing any  and  all  bearers  of  the  Priesthood, 
has  given  us  this  incisive  word:  'And  no 
man  taketh  this  honor  unto  himself,  but  he 
that  is  called  of  God,  as  was  Aaron.'  {He- 
brews 5:4.)  How  was  Aaron  called  to  his 
priestly  office?  We  find  answer  in  the  twen- 
ty-eighth chapter  of  Exodus — ^that  Aaron 
was  called  through  the  word  of  the  Lord 
to  Moses,  whose  prior  ordination  to  the 
Holy  Priesthood  is  fully  attested.  To  be 
called  of  God,  therefore,  is  to  receive  the 
direct  and  personal  command  and  commis- 
sion from  the  very  mouth  of  God,  or  by  the 
voice  of  the  Lord's  servants  who  have  pre- 
viously received  authority  and  who  speak 
by  inspiration."  {Sunday  Night  Talks,  p. 
224.) 

c.  Many  are  called  but  few  are  chosen. 
"Behold,  there  are  many  called,  but  few  are 
chosen.  And  why  are  they  not  chosen?  Be- 
cause their  hearts  are  set  so  much  upon  the 
things  of  this  world,  and  aspire  to  the  hon- 
ors of  men,  that  they  do  not  learn  this  one 
lesson — That  the  rights  of  the  Priesthood 
are  inseparably  connected  with  the  powers 
of  heaven,  and  that  the  powers  of  heaven 
cannot  be  controlled  nor  handled  only  upon 
the  principles  of  righteousness.  That  they 
may  be  conferred  upon  us,  it  is  true;  but 
when  we  undertake  to  cover  our  sins,  or  to 
gratify  our  pride,  our  vain  ambition,  or  to 
exercise  control,  or  dominion,  or  compul- 
sion, upon  the  souls  of  the  children  of  men, 
in  any  degree  of  unrighteousness,  behold, 
the  heavens  withdraw  themselves;  the  Spirit 
of  the  Lord  is  grieved;  and  when  it  is  with- 
drawn, Amen  to  the  Priesthood,  or  the  au- 
thority of  that  man.  We  have  learned,  by 
sad  experience,  that  it  is  the  nature  and  dis- 
position of  almost  all  men,  as  soon  as  they 
get  a  little  authority,  as  they  suppose,  they 
will  immediately  begin  to  exercise  unright- 
eous dominion.  Hence  many  are  called,  but 
few  are  chosen."  {Doctrine  and  Covenants, 
121:34-40.) 

Thus  we  see  clearly  that  Joseph  Smith 
fully  sensed  that  the  bestowal  of  authority 
to  administer  in  the  ordinances  of  the  Gos- 
pel has  two  aspects:  first,  the  official  calling 
of  a  person  under  authorized  hands;  and 
second,  the  qualifying  of  that  person  through 
love,  service,  faith  and  repentance  to  be  the 
kind  of  person  God  would  wish  to  have  rep- 
resent Him.  For  example,  ordination  alone 
does  not  make  a  person  truly  a  priest,  elder 
or  prophet;  such  authorization  must  be  fol- 
lowed by  deeds  worthy  of  such  responsi- 
bility. 


Suggested  Method  Outline: 

L  It  is  suggested  that  the  topic,  "Each 
individual  is  called  of  God  to  do  right,  to 
extend  love,  and  to  render  service,"  be  pre- 
sented as  a  short  talk  by  some  member  of 
the  class.  This  presentation  should  empha- 
size the  fact  that  no  one  need  wait  to  be 
especially  authorized  to  do  good,  and  to  love 
and  render  service  to  humanity. 

II.  The  topic,  "Authority  needed  in  an 
orderly  society,"  could  also  form  the  sub- 
ject of  a  short  talk  by  a  class  member. 
Concrete  examples  would  make  the  presen- 
tation interesting. 

III.  After  introducing  the  subject,  "Au- 
thority to  administer  in  the  ordinances  of 
the  Gospel,"  the  teacher  might  continue  by 
asking  these  questions: 

In  what  sense,  if  at  all,  can  a  human  in- 
stitution based  on  Christian  principles  be 
classed  as  God's  Church? 

Just  how  is  a  man  called  of  God  to  ad- 
minister in  the  ordinances  of  the  Gospel? 

What  attitude  does  God  take  toward  a 
person  who  attempts  to  use  his  authority 
in  an  unrighteous  manner? 

What  does  Joseph  Smith  think  of  a  per- 
son who  uses  his  authority  to  gratify  pride, 
to  satisfy  vain  ambitions,  or  to  exercise 
control  and  dominion? 

Are  you  truly  a  priest  or  elder  if  you 
have  been  ordained  such?  What  more  needs 
to  be  done? 

Assignment: 

As  a  project  the  members  of  the  class 
might  be  asked  to  bring  next  Sunday  a  list 
of  things  which  an  ordained  elder  should 
be  doing  in  order  to  become  an  elder  in 
very  deed.  In  presenting  next  Sunday's  les- 
son, "The  Church  an  Aid  in  Spiritual  De- 
velopment," a  member  of  the  class  might 
present  talks  on  the  subjects,  "The  Primitive 
Church"  and  "Re-establishment  of  the 
Church." 

Teacher's  Closing  Minute: 

The  teacher  might  close  with  the  follow- 
ing statement:  "Let  us  magnify  the  author- 
ity we  have  been  given  through  the  Holy 
Priesthood  and  always  keep  in  mind  that 
'the  powers  of  heaven  can  only  be  con- 
trolled upon  the  principles  of  righteousness.' 
Please  repeat  the  concert  recitation  for 
May."

Objective; 

To  show  that  obedience  to  law   is  the 
price  o/  freedom. 
References  for  Further  Reading: 

Talmage,  Vitality  of  Mormonism,  Chapter 
19;  Bennion,  Moral  Teachings  of  the  New 
Testament,  Chapter  2;  Widtsoe,  Discourses 
of  Brigham  Young,  p.  345. 

I.  Reference  is  made  in  the  text  to  the 
"Covenant"  between  the  Jews  and  Je- 
hovah. {Genesis,  12:1-3)  That  close 
relationship  between  a  people  and  their 
God  distinguished  the  Jewish  religion 
from  all  other  religions  of  the  world. 
Had  the  covenant  been  kept  in  spirit 
instead  of  in  dead  letter  only,  it  would 
have  saved  them  much  suffering.  Com- 
pare with  our  Latter-day  Saint  "Cove- 
nant." 

a.  "I,  the  Lord,  am  bound  when  ye  do 
what  I  say,  but  when  ye  do  not  what 
I  say,  ye  have  no  promise."  [Doc- 
trine and  Covenants,  82:10) 

b.  "There  is  a  law  irrevocably  decreed 
in  the  heavens  before  the  foundation 
of  this  world,  upon  which  all  bless- 
ings are  predicated:  and  when  we 
obtain  any  blessing  from  God,  it  is 
by  obedience  to  that  law  upon  which 
it  is  predicated."  [Doctrine  and 
Covenants,  130:20-21) 

n.  The  religion  of  the  Jews  became  one 
of  legalism — a  system  of  rules  and  regu- 
lations interpreted  by  the  scribes. 
Adherence  to. the  "tradition  of  the  el- 
ders," as  the  complex  network  of  laws 
were  known,  represented  the  Jewish  ef- 
fort to  usher  in  "The  Day"  when  the 
Messiah  would  establish  His  Kingdom 
among  them.  In  a  sense  it  was  their 
means  of  salvation.  Obedience  to  out- 
ward forms  and  cetemonies  replaced  a 
religion  of  the  inner  spirit  and  God 
became  a  stern  judge  instead  of  a  father 
of  love. 


III.  What  one  requirement  in  the  Gospel 
of  Christ,  if  it  is  observed,  automatically 
fulfills  all  the  laws  of  Moses?  (Our 
temporal  laws  as  well.)  See  Matthew, 
22:35 AQ.  Also  "The  Greatest  Thing 
in  the  World,"  by  Drummond.  With 
reference  to  the  above  how  does  the 
Gospel  of  Christ  set  men  free  from 
technical  laws?  What  does  it  mean  to 
"live  above  the  law"?  [Doctrine  and 
Covenants,  58:21) 

IV.  Why  does  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ 
set  men  free?  Perhaps  the  following 
statement  holds  the  key  to  the  problem: 
"And  ye  shall  know  the  truth  and  the 
truth  shall  make  you  free."  [John  8:32) 

V.  Discuss  the  following  sentence  from 
Talmage:  "Transgression  of  the  law 
is  primarily  or  indirectly  the  cause  of 
all  suffering."  Illustrate  how  freedom 
is  lost  by  the  breaking  of: 

a.  Physical  laws: 

What  caused  the  1935  dust  storms 
in  the  middle  west? 

Why  will  a  confirmed  smoker 
"walk  a  mile"  for  a  smoke? 

b.  Moral  laws: 

Why  is  indulgence  in  profane  and 
vulgar  language  a  handicap?

c.  Spiritual  law: 

Discuss  the  significance  of  the  fol-

VI.  Read  Doctrine  and  Covenants,  88:86. 

Consider  the  following: 

"Life  is  a  fight  to  the  finish  for  the  man 
who  really  lives. . .  Will  power,  work  power, 
and  worth  power  are  at  a  premium.  Com- 
petitions for  first  place  are  fierce.  No  oyster- 
backed,  snail-paced,  self-indulgent  shrinking 
shrimp  of  a  man  can  expect  to  arrive.  A 
passion  pulled  sensuous  seeker-after-pleasure 
cannot  successfully  buck  up  against  a  big 
day's  work  and  not  sag.  .  .  .  There  is  a  hol- 
low-eyed, dough-faced  vacancy  wherever 
men  and  women  defy  laws  of  health  and 
vigor  and  give  way  to  sensuality.    The  law 
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of  harvest  is  inexorable.  Nature's  bill  must 
be  paid  on  demand  and  the  demand  comes 
sure  and  swift.  The  amount  of  personal 
energy  is  limited  and  has  to  be  accounted  for, 
Waste  it,  and  you  cannot  have  it  when  the 
demand  is  greatest.  Burn  out  brain  and 
brawn  for  a  time  and  you  are  as  sure  to 
become  a  useless  slimy  slacker  as  the  sun  is 
to  rise  and  set.  .  .  .  Will  power  vanishes, 
clear  vision  disappears,  virility  goes  and  de- 
cency goes  when  the  eternal  laws  of  chas- 
tity are  trifled  with.  Break  the  rules  of  the 
game  and  you  lose.  Trample  on  the  rights 
of  others  and  you  sacrifice  your  own  free- 
dom.

Talmage,  Articles  of  Faith,  57;  Talmage, 
Vitality  of  Mormonism,  Chapter  80;  Doc- 
trine  and  Covenants,  58:32-33;  Jeremiah,  31: 
29,  and  Ezekiel  33:1-19. 

Heritage  and  environment  place  their 
limitations  upon  each  of  us  but,  within  those 
limits,  we  are  at  any  given  time  the  product 
of  our  own  thoughts  and  actions  to  that 
point. 

"According  as  one  acts,  as  one  conducts 
himself,  so  does  he  become.  The  doer  of 
good  becomes  good.  The  doer  of  evil  be- 
comes evil.  One  becomes  virtuous  by  vir- 
tuous action,  bad  by  bad  action. 

"But  people  say:  'A  person  is  made  (not 
of  acts  but)  of  desires  only!'  In  reply  to 
this,  I  say:  'As  is  his  desires,  such  is  his 
resolve;  as  is  his  resolve,  such  the  action 
he  performs;  what  action  he  performs,  that 
he  procures  for  himself.'  "  (Taken  from 
Seven  Great  Bibles,  by  Martin,  p.  29. ) 

Does  the  foregoing  have  any  relation  to 


Jesus'  statement,  "The  Kingdom  of  God  is 
within  you"? 

Explain:  "Ignorance  of  the  law  is  no  ex- 
cuse." 

But  all  men  do  not  see  things  alike.  Is  a 
man  to  be  held  responsible  through  failure 
to  understand?  Is  the  penalty  under  such 
conditions  to  be  equal  with  that  inflicted  for 
non-compliance?  The  answer  will  be  affirma- 
tive to  the  extent  that  failure  to  understand 
was  due  to  lack  of  desire. 

Discuss:  "If  any  man  will  do  His  will 
he  shall  know  of  the  doctrine,  whether  it  be 
of  God  or  whether  I  speak  of  myself."  {John 
7:17)  Compare  with  Maf^.  12:38-39. 

From  the  foregoing  it  is  evident  that  un- 
derstanding is  dependent  upon  at  least  two 
things:  desire  to  know  and  conforming  one's 
life  to  the  teachings  in  question. 

Discuss:  "Wilful  ignorance  of  the  Gospel 
is  sin." 

No  less  important  than  acceptance  of  the 
Gospel  is  application  of  its  principles  to  life. 
Review  parable  of  the  builder.  Matt.  7:24- 
27,  and  Luke  6:47. 

Desire  alone  is  insufficient.  Illustration  of 
the  immigrant  wishing  to  obtain  citizenship. 
He  must  comply  with  the  legal  requirements, 
{The  Vitality  of  Mormonism,  by  Talmage, 
p.  284.)  What  are  the  "legal  requirements" 
laid  down  by  Jesus  for  entrance  into  the 
Kingdom?  John  3:5. 

References  to  further  illustrative  material:

THE  DESTINY  OF  MAN 
Lesson  16.  For  Sunday,  May  22,  1938

Objective: 

To  show  that  man,  as  spiritual  offspring 
of  God,  has  in  him  the  power  of  unlimited 
advancement. 
References  for  Further  Reading:

Joseph  Smith  as  a  Scientist,  Chap- 
ter 15;  Talmage,  Articles  of  Faith,  94-95; 
Doctrine  and  Covenants,  Section  76. 

Suggestive  Lesson  Development: 

Goethe  once  said,  in  effect,  that  man  was 
on  earth  not  to  be  but  to  become.    The  pre- 
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dominant  spirit  of  Joseph  Smith's  teachings 
was  the  infinite  worth  of  the  human  per- 
sonaUty  and  its  capacity  for  growth.  His 
teachings  proceeded  from  two  assumptions: 
First,  that  man  is  the  spirit  offspring  of 
God,  and  second,  that  the  possibiUties  of 
human  progress  are  without  Umit.  These 
two  he  linked  with  the  divine  purpose  of 
Ufe  as  stated  in  the  Pearl  of  Great  Price, 
1 :39;  "For  behold,  this  is  my  work  and  my 
glory— to  bring  to  pass  the  immortality  and 
eternal  life  of  man." 

Mormonism  emphasizes  a  difference  be- 
tween salvation  and  exaltation.  (See  text, 
Chapter  75)  Salvation  may  be  won  by  even 
the  negative  life  but  exaltation  will  only  be 
the  reward  of  positive,  aggressive  adherence 
to  the  laws  of  righteousness  which  lead  to 
godliness.  (Compare  with  similar  experience 
in  schools  or  governments.  Many  graduate, 
some  to  achieve  greater  honors,  others  to 
a  life  of  shame;  many  obtain  citizenship — ■ 
some  to  rise  to  great  leadership,  others  to 
become  lost  in  crime.)  What  is  the  differ- 
ence between  positive  and  negative  virtues? 

The  following,  taken  from  Dr.  Widtsoe's 
Joseph  Smith  as  a  Scientist,  is  apropos  in 
its  revelation  of  the  prophet's  original  con- 
ception of  eternal  progress  as  well  as  in  its 
selection  of  typical  Mormon  passages  on  the 
subject: 

"Mr.  Spencer  (Herbert)  concludes  that 
all  evidence  agrees  in  showing  that  'every 
object,  no  less  than  the  aggregate  of  objects, 
undergoes  from  instant  to  instant  some  alter- 
ation of  state.'  In  two  directions  only  can 
this  ceaseless  change  affect  an  object;  it 
either  becomes  more  complex  or  more  sim- 
ple; it  moves  forward  or  backward;  it  grows 
or  decays.  In  the  words  of  Spencer,  'AH 
things  are  growing  or  decaying,  accumulating 
matter  or  wearing  away,  integrating  or  dis- 
integrating.' This,  then,  is  the  greatest  known 
fundamental  law  of  the  universe,  and  of  all 
things  in  it — ^that  nothing  stands  still  but 
either  progresses  (evolution)  or  retrogrades 
(dissolution).  Now,  it  has  been  found 
that  under  normal  conditions  all  things  un- 
dergo a  process  of  evolution;  that  is  become 
more  complex,  or  advance.  This  in  its  es- 
sence is  the  law  of  evolution  about  which 
so  much  has  been  said  during  the  last  fifty 
years."  pp.  95-96. 

"Were  it  not  that  the  law  of  evolution  is 
of  such  fundamental  value  in  an  understand- 
ing of  natural  phenomena,  it  would  hardly  be 
expected  that  the  calling  of  Joseph  Smith 
would  necessitate  any  reference  to  it.  .  ♦  . 
One  of  the  leading  doctrines  of  the  Church 
[Mormon]  resembles  the  spirit  of  the  law 
of  universal  growth  so  nearly  that  one  is 
forced  to  believe  that  the  great  truth  em- 


bodied by  this  doctrine  is  the  truth  shadowed 
forth  by  the  law  of  evolution.  .  ,  . 

"Referring  to  the  Ante  Mortal  Christ,  we 
read,  'And  I,  John,  saw  that  He  received  not 
of  the  fulness  at  first,  but  continued  from 
grace  to  grace  until  He  received  a  fulness; 
and  thus  He  was  called  the  Son  of  God  be- 
cause He  received  not  of  the  fulness  at  the 
first.'    {Doctrine  and  Covenants,  93:12-14) 

"Man,  likewise,  is  to  develop  until,  in 
comparison  with  his  present  position,  he  be- 
comes a  God.  For  instance  in  speaking  of 
the  salvation  to  which  all  men  who  live 
correct  lives  shall  attain  the  prophet  says, 
'For  salvation  consists  in  glory,  authority, 
majesty,  power  and  dominion  which  Jehovah 
possesses.'  And  in  another  place,  'Then  shall 
they  be  gods,  because  they  have  no  end; 
therefore  shall  they  be  from  everlasting  to 
everlasting,  because  they  continue;  then  shall 
they  be  above  all,  because  all  things  are 
subject  unto  them.  Then  shall  they  be  gods, 
because  they  have  all  power.'  {Doctrine  and 
Covenants,  132:20) 

"That  this  is  not  a  sudden  elevation,  but 
a  gradual  growth,  is  evident  from  many  of 
the  writings  of  Joseph  Smith  of  which  the 
following  are  illustrations:  'He  that  receiv- 
eth  light  and  continueth  in  God,  receiveth 
more  light,  and  that  light  groweth  brighter 
and  brighter  until  the  perfect  day.'  {Doctrine 
and  Covenants,  50:24.) 

"There  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  truth 
behind  Spencer's  law  of  evolution,  and  the 
doctrine  taught  by  the  'Mormon'  prophet, 
are  the  same.  The  great  marvel  is  that 
Joseph  Smith,  who  knew  not  the  philosophies 
of  men,  should  have  anticipated  for  thirty 
years,  or  more,  the  world  of  science  in  the 
enunciation  of  the  most  fundamental  law  of 
the  universe  of  living  things."  pp.  100-103. 

Finally,  notice  how  Joseph  Smith's  teach- 
ings on  the  destiny  of  man  anticipated  those 
of  one  of  America's  foremost  scientists,  the 
late  Michael  Pupin.  In  his  last  interview, 
when  asked  if  he  believed  the  soul  of  man 
is  immortal,  he  said: 

"In  biology  man  is  revealed  as  a  being  who 
is  constantly  progressing  from  glory  to  glory, 
changing  more  and  more,  I  believe,  toward 
the  spiritual  image  of  his  Creator.  Science 
finds  that  everything  is  a  continuously  de- 
veloping and  intelligent  process.  It  reveals 
man  as  a  being  with  a  soul  which  is  pro- 
gressing more  and  more  toward  divinity  in 
a  universe  of  imbroken  continuity,"

Such  works  as  Articles  of  Faith,  Talmage, 
and  Our  Church  and  People,  Evans,  chap- 
ter VII. 

Care  should  be  taken,  however,  not  to 
go  too  much  into  detail  on  the  abstract 
phase  of  the  subject.

Which  would  you  rather  have — a  vision 
of  an  angel  or  an  experience  with  the  Holy 
Spirit?  Why?  Which  would  be  the  more 
permanent  in  your  life?  (Consider  in  this 
connection  the  life  of  Sidney  Rigdon  or 
that  of  David  Whitmer.  Rigdon  had  a  vi- 
sion of  God  and  Christ,  yet,  although  he 
never  denied  it,  he  left  the  Church;  and 
Whitmer  saw  an  angel  and  heard  the  voice 
of  the  Lord,  yet  he,  too,  left  the  Church, 
although  he  did  not  deny  his  testimony.)

"And  Samuel  saidt  Hath  the  Lord  as 
great  delight  in  burnt  offerings  and  sac^ 
riflcest  as  in  obeying  die  voice  of  the 
Lord?  Behold,  to  obey  is  better  than 
sacrifice,  and  to  hearken  than  the  £at  oi 
rams/*— I  Samuel  15:22* 
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those  who  had  faith  in  the  power  of  God  to 
heal,  and  in  Jesus  as  one  who  exercised  this 
power.  They  brought  their  sick  to  him  andl 
expressed  their  faith  in  his  power.  This; 
power  was  transmitted  to  his  disciples; 
through  the  priesthood  which  they  bore,  andl 
was  later  exercised  by  them  on  many  ocr- 
casions.  It  became  the  custom  of  the  churchi 
to  call  in  the  elders  to  pray  for  the  sick  that 
they  might,  in  the  providence  of  God,  be; 
healed  of  their  ailments.  This  does  not  mcani 
that  everyone  on  every  occasion  may  be: 
healed.  If  that  were  true,  death  might  be: 
abolished  among  the  faithful  by  indefinitely- 
prolonging  this  mortal  life.  This  seems  not: 
to  be  in  agreement  with  God's  plans  and. 
man's  destiny.  Prayers  for  the  sick  should' 
be  like  Jesus'  prayer  in  the  Garden  of: 
Gethsemane,  when  he  said:  "O  my  Father,. 
if  this  cup  may  not  pass  away  from  me, 
except  I  drink  of  it,  thy  will  be  done." 

"Thus  while  faith  may  properly  be  exer- 
cised to  heal;  and  on  many  occasions  does 
heal,  it  should  never  be  exercised  in  resist- 
ance to  the  will  of  God.  Not'  should  one 
lose  faith  because  our  prayers  are  fiiot  always 
answered  in  agreement  with  our  desires  ©I 
the  moment.  We  must  have  faith  also  ifS 
the  wisdom  of  God  and  in  the  justice  of  his 
purposes.

L  From  Jesus  at  the  Well  of  Sychar* 

What  did  Jesus  mean  when  he  said,  "Who- 
soever shall  drink  of  the  water  that  I  shall 
give  him  shall  never  thirst;  but  the  water 
that  I  shall  give  him  shall  be  in  him  a  well 
of  water  springing  up  into  everlasting  life." 

He  had  reference  to  the  Spirit  of  God, 
Holy  Ghost,  or  Comforter.  This  spirit  Jesus 
offered  to  those  who  believed  on  him  and 
obeyed  his  commandments.

Why  did  Christ  teach  along  the  shores  of 
Galilee?  What  impelled  people  to  go  out 
to  hear  Him?     Why  were  Peter  and  his 
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brothers  discouraged?  What  was  the  result 
of  their  obedience  to  Jesus'  suggestions? 
What  did  Jesus  make  of  the  four  brothers? 
To  what  principle  taught  by  Jesus  did  Peter 
lend  obedience?  Who  said  "To  obey  is 
better  than  sacrifice,  and  to  hearken  than  the 
fat  of  rams?"  (Sec  Samuel  15:22,)

Any  good  Bible  dictionary  or  Bible  atlas 
will  furnish  the  teacher  a  good  description 
of  the  Sea  of  Galilee,  as  will  also  a  little 
booklet  by  Oliver  C.  Dalby  entitled  Rambles 
in  Scriptural  Lands. 

Farrar,  in  his  L/fe  of  Christ,  says: 

"As  Jesus  spoke,  the  multitude — some  in 
their  desire  to  catch  every  syllable  that  fell 
from  the  lips  of  Him  who  spake  as  never 
man  spake,  and  some  in  their  longing  to 
touch  Him,  and  so  be  healed  of  whatever 
illness  they  had — thronged  upon  Him  closer 
and  closer  impeding  his  movements  with 
dangerous  and  unseemly  pressure.  He  there- 
fore beckoned  to  Simon  to  get  into  his  boat 
and  push  it  ashore,  so  that  He  might  step  on 
board  of  it,  and  teach  the  people  from 
thence.  Seated  in  this  pleasant  pulpit,  safe 
from  the  inconvenient  contact  with  the  mul- 
titude, He  taught  them  from  the  little  boat 
as  it  rocked  on  the  blue  ripples,  sparkling  in 
the  morning  sun." 

Explain  to  your  class  something  about  fish- 
ing with  nets.  Most  of  the  fishing  we  know 
is  with  hooks,  but  with  nets  the  fish  are  not 
hooked  and  injured.  This  will  help  them 
to  understand  the  calling  of  the  apostles  to 
be  "fishers  of  men." 

Teachers,  recall  that  Joseph  and  Mary 
yielded  obedience  to  those  under  whose  gov- 
ernment they  lived.  Jesus  yielded  obedience 
to  Joseph  and  Mary  and  also  to  the  require- 
ments of  God  when  He  was  baptized  of 
John.  Now,  in  this  lesson,  Peter  is  obedient 
to  the  Master  with  the  remarkable  draught 
of  fishes  resulting.  To  Jesus'  "Follow  me," 
the  four  men  yielded  obedience.  All  through 
life  our  joy  and  success  depend  upon  yield- 
ing obedience  to  God's  laws  in  accordance 
with  these  wonderful  examples. 

Assign  some  pupil  to  draw  a  map  of  the 
Sea  of  Galilee. 

Assign  others  to  look  up  the  names  of 
some  of  the  cities  which  were  located  on  its 


shores.    Assign  others  to  give  the  population. 

See  any  good  Bible  Dictionary  for  material. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  lesson  have  the 

class  repeat  the  Concert  Recitation  for  the 

month.

AND  CONTINUES  HIS  TEACHING

Many  references  are  given,  not 
that  you  are  expected  to  have  all  of  these 
books,  but  with  the  hope  that  you  will  have 
access  to  some  of  them.

Objective: 

To  teach  that  faith  in  God's  power  brings 
needed  help:  and  that  spiritual  values  are 
more  to  be  desired  than  earthly  belongings. 

Where  did  Jesus  go  after  His  rejection  in 
Nazareth?  With  whom  did  He  stay?  What 
poWer  did  Jesus  manifest  in  the  Synagogue 
and  in  Peter's  home?  Have  two  or  three 
pupils  tell  of  healings  which  they  have  seen 
in  their  own  homes.  How  did  Jesus*  re- 
ception in  Caperanum  compare  with  that 
at  Nazareth?  After  what  event  did  Jesus 
go  to  Capernaum  the  second  time?  What 
was  the  reaction  of  His  hearers  when  Jesus 
emphasized  the  greater  importance  of  spir- 
itual life? 

Suggested  Outline: 

I.  Jesus  Arrives  in  Caperanum.    Stays  at 
Peter's  home. 
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11.  Teaches  in  Synagogue  on  Sunday. 

a.  His  sermon  interrupted  by  demoniac.

Give  brief  description  of  Capernaum  and 
its  location.  The  international  Bible  Dic- 
tionary says  on  page  108: 

"Caperanum  was  on  the  western  shore  of 
the  Sea  of  Galilee.  Matt.  4:13;  comp.  John 
6:24.  It  was  in  the  land  of  Gennesaret; 
Matt.  14:34;  comp.  John  6:17,  21,  24.  It 
was  of  sufficient  size  to  be  always  called  a 
city;  Matt.  9:1;  Mark  1:33;  had  its  own 
synagogue,  in  which  our  Lord  frequently 
taught,  Mark  1 :21;  Luke  4:33,  38;  John  6:59; 
and  there  was  also  a  customs  station,  where 
the  dues  were  gathered  both  by  stationary 
and  by  itinerant  officers.  Matt.  9:9;  17-24; 
Mark  2:14;  Luke  5:27.  The  only  interest 
attaching  to  Capernaum  is  as  the  residence 
of  our  Lord  and  His  apostles,  the  scene  of 
so  many  miracles  and  "gracious  words." 
It  was  when  he  returned  thither  that  he  is 
said  to  have  been  "in  the  house." 

Tarbell,  In  the  Master's  Country,  says 
of  Caperanum: 

"We  know  from  the  Gospel  accounts  that 
Capernaum  was  on  the  shore  of  the  lake, 
and  on  or  near  the  Plain  of  Gennesaret.  Two 
sites,  two  or  three  miles  apart.  Khan  Minych 
and  Tell  Hum,  are  claimed  for  the  city.  At 
Tell  Hum  there  are  ruins  of  an  ancient 
building  thought  by  some  to  have  been  the 
synagogue  built  by  the  centurion  (Luke  7:5) , 
and  at  Khan  Minyeh  there  is  a  mass  of  earth 
covered  ruins." 

There  was  a  Roman  garrison  at  Caper- 
naum, under  the  command  of  a  centurion. 
Jerusalem  alone  surpassed  Capernaum  as  a 
gathering  place  for  all  peoples,  for  travelers 
passed  through  it  on  their  way  from  Damas- 
cus and  the  Euphrates  to  the  coast,  to 
Jerusalem  and  to  Egypt. 

The  following  from  Farrar  is  interesting: 

"Even  the  poor  demoniac,  in  the  depths 

of  his  perturbed  and  degraded  nature,  had 

felt  the  haunting  spell  of  that  pure  presence, 


of  that  holy  voice,  of  that  divine  and  illumi- 
nating message.  But,  distorted  as  his  whole 
normal  being  was,  he  raved  against  it,  as 
though  by  the  voices  of  the  evil  demons 
who  possessed  him,  and  while  he  saluted 
"Jesus  the  Nazarene"  as  the  Holy  One  of 
God,  yet  with  agonies  of  terror  and  hatred, 
demanded  to  be  let  alone,  and  not  to  be 
destroyed." 

In  the  Bible  Unlocked,  Battenhousc  gives 
an  enlightening  thought,  part  of  which  is  "He 
gives  them  of  his  strength  and  sympathy. 
Many  before  him  have  come  offering  wise 
counsel  and  teaching  great  truths.  Jesus 
ofEers  himself.  Without  display,  and  without 
stint,  he  clearly  reveals  the  motive  which 
impels  him  to  such  noble  service.  The  peo- 
ple recognize  that  he  loves  them  and  they 
respond  to  him.  He  does  more  than  warn 
the  erring;  he  wins  them  by  understanding 
their  spiritual  need.  Thus  he  directs  them 
to  God  whom  he  calls  the  universal  Father. 
All  humanity  is  entitled  to  son-ship;  he  him- 
self is  the  son  of  man." 

Emphasize  the  fact  that  Jesus  performed 
no  miracle  to  satisfy  idle  curiosity,  but  always 
in  answer  to  faith  or  to  impress  a  lesson 
upon  His  apostles. 

Dr.  Talmage,  in  his  notes  to  chapter  21 
of  Jesus  the  Christ,  oflEers:  "Tradition  con- 
cerning Manna."  Assign  some  member  of 
the  class  to  look  it  up  and  read  it  to  the 
class. 

The  following  from  Geike^  Life  and 
Words  of  Christ,  is  helpful:  "Spiritual  Sym- 
bolism of  Eating." 

"The  idea  of  eating,  as  a  metaphor  for 
receiving  spiritual  benefit,  was  familiar  to 
Christ's  hearers,  and  was  as  readily  under- 
stood as  our  expressions,  "devouring"  a 
book,  or  "drinking  in"  instruction.  In  Isaiah 
3:1,  the  words,  "The  whole  stay  of  bread" 
were  explained  by  the  rabbis  as  referring  to 
their  own  teaching,  and  they  laid  it  down 
as  a  rule,  that  wherever,  in  Ecclesiastes, 
allusion  was  made  to  food  or  drink,  it  meant 
study  of  the  law,  and  the  practice  of  good 
works.  Nothing  was  more  common  in  the 
schools  and  synagogues  than  the  phrases  of 
eating  and  drinking,  in  a  metaphorical  sense, 
"Messiah  is  not  likely  to  come  to  Israel," 
said  Hillel,  "for  they  have  already  eaten 
Him,"  that  is,  greedily  received  His  words, 
"in  the  days  of  Jezekiah."  A  current  con- 
ventionalism in  the  synagogues  was  that  the 
just  would  "eat  the  Shekinah."  It  was  pe- 
culiar to  the  Jews  to  be  taught  in  such  meta- 
phorical language.  Their  rabbis  never  spoke 
in  plain  words,  and  it  is  expressly  said  that 
Jesus  submitted  to  the  popular  taste,  for 
"without  a  parable  spake  he  not  unto  them." 
(Mark  4:34.)

APOSTLES  IN  fflS  CHURCH 

Lesson  16,    For  Sunday,  May  22,  1938 

Texti

Objective: 

To  teach  that  authority  from  God  is  neces^ 
sary  to  officiate  as  leaders,  officers  and 
teachers  in  the  Church  of  Christ. 

Who  were  the  first  six  disciples  called  by 
Jesus?  Who  was  the  seventh  to  receive  a 
direct  call?  How^  was  he  regarded  by  his 
fellow  Jews?  What  did  Jesus  do  during  the 
night  previous  to  calling  His  twelve  apostles? 
By  what  power  should  men  be  called  to 
officiate  in  God's  Church?  Who  called  the 
twelve  apostles  in  our  Church?  Name  the 
first  twelve  chosen  after  the  Church  was 
organized  in  1830.  Name  the  present  mem- 
bers of  the  Council  of  Twelve. 

Suggested  Outline: 

I.  Jesus  Calls  Matthew. 

a.  A  Tax  Gatherer. 

b.  Attitude  of  Jews  toward  a  tax  col- 
lecting Jew. 

II.  Jesus  Goes  to  Mountain. 
Prays  all  night. 

III.  Disciples  Come  to  Jesus  in  Morning. 
He  selects  twelve. 

IV.  Apostles  Given  Authority. 

a.  Apostles  charged  and  instructed. 

b.  Sent  out  to  teach. 

Teachers,  point  out  the  difference  between 
disciples  and  apostles.  Dr.  Talmage  in  Jesus 
the  Christ  says: 

"Discipleship  is  general;  any  follower  of 
a  man  or  devotee  to  a  principle  may  be  called 
a  disciple.  The  Holy  Apostleship  is  an  office 
and  calling  belonging  to  the  Higher  or  Mel- 
chizedek  Priesthood,  at  once  exalted  and 
specific,  comprising  as  a  distinguishing  func- 
tion that  of  personal  and  special  witness  to 
the  divinity  of  Jesus  Christ  as  the  one  and 
only  Redeemer  and  Savior  of  mankind. 

"The  word  apostle  is  an  Anglicized  form 
derived  from  the  Greek  apostles,  meaning 
literally  "on?  who  is  sent,"  and  connoting  an 


envoy  or  official  messenger,  who  speaks 
,  and  acts  by  the  authority  of  one  superior 
to  himself.  In  this  sense  Paul  afterward 
applies  the  title  to  Christ  as  one  specially 
sent  and  commissioned  of  the  Father." 

Pay  attention  to  the  fact  that  Christ  spent 
the  night  in  prayerful  communication  with 
His  Father  before  attempting  to  make  the 
selection  of  His  apostles.  What  did  Joseph 
Smith  do  before  he  received  the  visit  from 
our  Heavenly  Father  and  Jesus  Christ?  Turn 
to  James  1 :5  and  6;  have  the  class  learn  and 
repeat  this  passage. 

If  teachers  have  a  Bible  Dictionary  or  Tal- 
mage's  Jesus  the  Christ  it  will  be  interesting 
to  discuss  with  the  pupils  the  personalities 
and  characteristics  of  the  several  apostles. 

In  the  Master's  Country,  Tarbell  says 
about  the  mountain:  "About  five  miles  away 
from  the  Sea  of  Galilee,  southwest  of  Mag- 
dala,  is  Karn  Hattin,  or  the  Horns  of  Hattin, 
the  traditional  'Mountain  of  the  Beatitudes' 
where  Christ  delivered  the  Sermon  on  the 
Mount.  Between  its  two  elevations,  or 
'horns,'  there  is  a  depression  which  forms 
a  natural  amphi-theater  where  thousands 
could  recline  upon  the  grass.  The  green 
slopes  about  the  lake  soon  change  to  the 
dark,  imprisoning  cliffs  at  Tiberias.  Then 
the  ribbon-like  coast  widens  at  the  southern 
end  where  the  Jordan  valley,  four  miles 
wide,  stretches  away  southward.  On  the 
eastern  side  of  the  lake  the  wall  of  hills  is 
higher  than  on  the  western  side,  rising  to  a 
height  of  a  thousand  feet  or  more.  On  the 
northeast  is  the  plain  of  El-Batihah,  the  tra- 
ditional site  where  Christ  fed  the  five  thou- 
sand. 

"In  the  time  of  Christ  the  shores  of  the 
lakes  were  green  and  fruitful,  the  country 
was  well  wooded,  and  Josephus  says  the 
climate  was  very  pleasant." 

Compare  the  call  of  the  twelve  among 
the  Nephites.    (See  3rd  Nephi  12.) 

Refer  also  to  the  organization  of  the 
church  to  which  we  belong,  and  the  call  of 
the  apostles  through  revelation.  Assign 
pupils  to  look  up  and  report  to  the  class — 
the  names  of  the  first  twelve  among  the 
Nephites;  the  first  twelve  chosen  in  our 
church;  the  twelve  who  now  officiate. 

Jesus  did  not  stay  in  one  center  and  ask 
the  people  to  come  to  hear  him,  but  he  went 
into  their  cities  and  took  the  Gospel  to  them. 
When  the  interest  in  his  teachings  increased, 
he  chose  the  twelve  to  help  him  carry  it  to 
the  people.

The  story  told  by  Mrs.  Whitney  may  eas- 
ily be  made  the  main  event  in  this  lesson. 
The  Whitneys  prayed  for  light,  and  the 
Lord  revealed  to  them  that  the  light  would 
soon  come.

Also,  in  One  Hundred  Years  of 
Mormonism  (Evans)  you  will  find  the  story 
of  the  Mission.

Helen  say  something  untrue  about  her.  The 
next  day  the  teacher  told  Martha  to  help 
Helen  with  her  spelling.
